Reds Admit Kozlov Ailing 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Central Committee of the 
Soviet Communist party today the virtually unprecedent­ 
ed step of announcing that Frol Kozlov— billed as heir 
apparent to Premier Nikita Khrushchev’—was ill. 
The announcement, published in the Soviet press, 
did not say what ailed the 55-year-old secretary of the 
Communist party. 
Kozlov began his political rise in Moscow during 
World War II. lie became first secretary’ of the Lenin­ 
grad party organization in 1950, but played no prominent 
part on the national stage until after the death of Stalin 
in 1953.

The time has come for Prot­ 
estants and Catholics to declare 
a truce in their rancorous qua r ­ 
rel over birth control.

Bu t now, y ou so mu ch as 
tou ch a y ou ngster, and y ou 
hav e a lawsu it on y ou r hands. 


LAWS TO PROTECT the 
ju v eniles are fine. Bu t some 
y ou ng hoodlu ms seem to think 
that leniency shown ju v eniles 
is a sign of weakness. And 
they continu e to stru t and 
bu lly those arou nd them.

Fu rthermore, the prospect 
that the desperate Du v alier 
will throw his cou ntry ' into 
the em brace of Sov iet-domi­ 
nated Cu ba is no imaginary 
nightmare. 


The foreign minister of the 
Dominican Repu blic, Andres 
Freites, has informed a peace 
mission of the Organization 
of American States that he 
lias information showing that 
the Haitian President has al­ 
ready offered military bases 
to Castro. 
Su ch a disclosu re is not su r­ 
prising since there is already 
ev idence that Du v alier has

gime with a semblance of le­ 


gality , believ es that he can 
“ borrow ” enou gh Commu nist 
force from Castro to keep 


him in power, hu t not enou gh 
to 
allow 
the 
Sov iet-Castro 
forces to take ov er his gov ­ 
ernm ent. 


IT DOESN’T WORK t h a t 
way . Commu nists d on’t help 
keep non-Commu nists in of­ 
fice. as the ev ents in Laos 
grimly prov e. This is why the 
rev elation that Du v alier hopes 
to sav e himself by offering a 
base for the Khru shchev -Cas- 
tro forces can hardly fail to 
send a chill down the spine 
of ev ery official in W ashing­ 
ton

It's beginning to look as if it 
will be a 
long time before 
Mao Tze-tu ng and Premier Ni­ 
kita Khru shchev , the two giants 
of the Commu nist bloc, hav e 
fi face-to-face meeting— if they 
e v e r d o 
* 
High lev el talks to clear the 
a ir hav e been sou ght by China 
since last su m m er to shore u p 
t he sev eral leaks in the Com­ 
m u nist world ’s d ike. Hu t the 
appropriate 
time 
d oes 
not 
se e m to be at hand now. 


Neither Mao no r Khrush­ 
chev sho ws an sign o f y ield­ 
ing gro und fro m his po sitio n 
o n the so urces o f co nflict 
pro ducing the deep rift in 
relatio ns 
between 
Mo sco w 
and Peking: differences in 
interpretatio n 
o f 
ideo lo gy , 
co nflicts o f natio nal interest 
and, last but surely N O T 
least, Tito ism and the place 
o f Yugo slav ia. 


In early April Mao inv ited 
K hru shchev to d rop in on him 
in Peking en rou te to a v isit 
in Cambod ia. Bu t Khru shchev 
d eclined 
the 
inv itation, 
ex ­ 
plaining that he nev er intend ­ 
e d going to Cambod ia. (Making 
t he trij) instead will be Sov iet 
Presid ent Leonid Brezhnev .) 
Then Khru shchev lobbed the 
ball back to Peking by su ggest­ 
ing that Mao trek to Moscow 
t o see him, or send Chinese 
C om m u nist representativ es to 
Moscow for preliminary talks 
a rou nd May 15 . 
(It 
was r u ­ 
m ore d in Moscow that the So­ 
v iet premier prefers the latter 
plan.) Bu t since then, no reply 
from Mao has been annou nced . 
Two ev ents which followed 
on the heels of the inv itation 
ex change seem 
to d im 
any 
prospects that the two are in 
t he mood to m end their d if­ 
ferences speed ily . 


First, Yugo slav ia o ffered 
to send India large quanti­ 
ties o f weapo ns especially 
useful in mo untain warfare. 


This co uld o nly serv e to fur­ 
ther alienate the Red Chi­ 
nese. Nex t, the Co mmunist 
daily , Prav da, altered wo rd­ 
ing o f its May Day greetings 
to Yugo slav ia to bring it in 
line with annual messages 
sent to co untries within the 
Co mmunist blo c. This special 
mark o f fav o r is also deeply 
o ffensiv e to the anti Tito Red 
Chinese. 


From China come reports of 
a renewal of the anti-Khru sh­ 
chev 
propagand a 
campaign 
that had been halted abou t the 
time Mao sent his inv itation to 
Moscow. 
To ad d fu rther to the confu ­ 
sion, there has been talk that 
Khru shchev may be on his way 
ou t of power. 
Bu t 
d espite 
the 
now-slim 
chances of a Red su mmit meet­ 
ing, there is no ex pectation of 
a formal d iplomatic split be­ 
tween the two cou ntries. 
Here, in brief, are the major 
points of conflict facing the 
Red Chinese and the Sov iets: 


A basic co nflict is a differ­ 
ence 
in 
interpretatio n 
o f 
Marx ist L e n in is t 
do ctrine. 
T h e C h in e s e c o n d e m n 
Khrushchev 
as a “ mo dern 
rev isio nist” ; i.e., he rejects 
the tenet that there must 
inev itably be a majo r clash 
between 
Co mmunism 
and 
capitalism. 


Khru shchev claims a big war 
with “ imperialism” can 
now 
be av oid ed becau se the Red 
camp is so strong the imperial­ 
ists wou ld not d are start one. 
He accu ses the Chinese of d og­ 
m atism— too strict following of 
Marx ist-Leninist scriptu res. 
The nex t trou ble spot con­ 
cerns the d ev elopment of rev ­ 
olu tions 
and 
inv olv es 
Yu go­ 
slav ia. China say s rev olu tions 
d ev elop accord ing to specific 
cond itions in nations inv olv ed , 
citing he own rev olu tion based 
on the peasantry instead of the 
I classical 
reliance 
on 
u rban 


proletariat. 
The Russians also pro claim 
that specific co nditio ns af­ 
fect ho w rev o lutio ns dev elo p, 
and cite Yugo slav ia as their 
ex ample. 
Khrushchev feels 
Yugo slav ia has no t resto red 
capitalism, 
and 
that 
Tito 
sho uld he returned to the 
fo ld to adv ance wo rld Co m­ 
munist unity . 


Bu t Mao completely rejects 
Tito’s "rev isionism” as a be­ 
tray al 
of 
Marx ism-I^eninisrn. 
Any accommod ation to the U.S. 
means a slip back toward capi­ 
talism to him. 
Becau se of K hru shc he v ’s pol­ 
icy of “ peacefu l coex istence” 
and the continu ation of d isarm ­ 
ament talks, the Chinese say 
Khru shchev is slowing d own 
the process of world rev olu ­ 
tion. The claim he is selling 
C ommu nist parties d own the 
riv er in backward areas by not 
seizing rev olu tionary opportu ­ 
nities, and that any talk of 
d isarm am ent is betray al. 
What the Chinese really fear 
is that Khru shchev will agree 
to 
some 
nu clear 
limitations 
before they get into the nu ­ 
clear clu b. 


The two also disagree o v er 
Co mmunist strategy and tac­ 
tics. Mao ’s tactic is to strike 
the 
enemy 
wherev er 
and 
whenev er po ssible, witho ut 
regard fo r the risk o f start­ 
ing a war. Khrushchev say s 
strategy and tactics are in­ 
ex tricably 
bo und 
to gether. 
He uses tactics to push the 
strategic aim, the ultimate 
go al 
o f 
Co mmunist 
wo rld 
do minatio n. So if tactics re­ 
quire it. fo r ex ample, he is 
willing to make tempo rary 
acco mmo datio ns if he feels 
it serv es lo ng-range strategy . 
While Mao’s d ictu m is at- 
| tack, alway s attack, 
K hru sh­ 
chev relies on a flex ible for­ 
eign 
policy consid ering both 
attack and retreat. 
Mao claims the re hav e been 
no peacefu l transitions to so-

Bu t the u su al barbed wise­ 
cracks for the press were miss­ 
ing, and ev en the brashest re­ 
porte rs fell back from the stern 
cou ntenance. 


Iti s embarrassing to look too 
closely at a champion ju st d c- 
feated , and this m an was West 
G e rm a n 
Chancellor 
Konrad 
Ad enau er, finally and forev er 
w hippe d — at age 8 7 — in his 
fight of many y ears to name 
his own su ccessor. 


Eco no mics 
Minister Lud­ 
wig Erhard, the architect o f 
West 
Germany ’s 
po st-war 
pro sperity , the man who se 
name 
Adenauer 
perso nally 
painted o n his party ’s ban­ 
ners, wo uld no lo nger be de­ 
nied his po litical inheritance. 


The d ay was April 23, 196 3. 
T he time of d efeat 5 :20 in the 
afternoon. 


The two had come a long 
Way since the afternoon of Feb. 
21, 1949. When Ad enau er ra m ­ 
m e d E rhard ’s new-fangled eco­ 
nom ic theories d own his pa r­ 
t y ’s throat. 


Ad enau er introd u ced Erhard 
to a meeting of the top lead ers 
of 
the Christian 
Democratic 
Unio n. 
Erhard , then ad v iser to the 
economic cou ncil for the Brit­ 
ish and American zones of oc­ 
cu pation, was preaching "social 
m a rk e t economy ,” and say ing 
that 
if controls were end ed , 
prod u ction 
wou ld 
rise 
and 
prices find a reasonable lev el. 


The state. Erhard argued, 
co uld p r e v e n t 
inflatio n 
thro ugh 
pro per 
tariff, 
fi­ 
nance and tax po licies. His 
po licies, fo llo wed in part by 
the eco no mies co uncil, were 
successful. 


Erhard was 
a 
little-known 
Bav arian teacher o f eco no mics 
w hen Adenauer set o ut to get 
him into natio nal po litics. By 
iilencing d iscu ssion, he o v er­ 
ruled tho se who co mplained 
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KONRAD ADENAUER 
Defeated champio n 


that E rha rd ’s id eas ran cou nter 
to the party ’s official platform, 
and 
he said if the 
p a r t y 
ad opted E rha rd ’s id eas, it was 
bou nd to reap millions of v otes. 
Most Christian 
Democratic 
Party workers approv ed with 
enthu siasm. Ad enau er won the 
d ay — and won Erhard . 


Together, Ad enau er and Er-1 
hard won three more elections. |

Bu t Ad enau er felt that E r­ 


hard was a specialist, a fine 
economist bu t lacking in the 
tou ghness and finesse need ed 
to lead the go v ernment. 


In February , 1 95 9, Adenauer 
mo v ed 
to 
eliminate 
Erhard 
¡fro m tha luccessio n by hav ing 


him nom inated for the figu re­ 
head office of fed eral presi­ 
d ent. E rhard saw throu gh the 
mov e, and d eclined . 
Friend s u rged A d e na u e r to 
accept the presid ency and let 
E rha rd mov e u p to the chan­ 
cellory . 


Su rprisingly , the chancellor 
agreed and in April. 19 5 9 , ac­ 
cepted 
the 
nomination 
for 
presid ent. He intend ed to u se 
the situ ation to bring Finance 
Minister Franz Etzel into the 
chancellory . 
Etzel 
wou ld 
d o 
ju st what A d e na u e r told him. 
In Ju ne 5 that y ear, while 
Erhard was in W ashington and 
so u nable to mobilize his forces 
rapid ly , 
A d e na u e r 
withd rew 
from the presid ential race, and 
annou nced he intend ed to r e ­ 
main chancellor.

whether for reasons of loy alty 
or cau tion, he refu sed to make 
a fight. 


The feud simmered, and 
came to a head again after 
the 1 961 electio n. The Uhris- 
tio n Demo crats, skidding at 
the po lls, wo n just less than 
a majo rity . 


Sev eral y ou ng ministers at­ 
tem pted to u se this situ ation 
to get A d e na u e r ou t. Bu t at 
the

Erhard 
again refu sed to help. 


A d enau er was now the old ­ 
est chief of gov ernm ent in the 
world . His annu al bou ts with 
grippe were lasting longer. His 
lead ership was u nd e r qu estion. 
His firm hold on national af­ 
fairs loosening. 


In 
late 
19 6 2, 
A d e na u e r’s 
grad u al y ield ing of power was 
giv en a shov e w hen Defense 
Minister Franz Josef Strau ss 
sparked a gov e rnm e nt charge 
of treason against the m aga­ 
zine Spiegel for an attack it 
made on the c ou ntr y ’s military 
leadership. As the weeks went 
by , the case appeared flimsier 
and flimsier. The Free Demo­ 
crat« walked o ut o f the go v ­ 


e r nm e nt u ntil Strau ss himself 
was forced to qu it. 


All this past winter the pres­ 
su re grew. 
A d enau er g a v e 
grou nd only slowly . He told a 
foreign press association d in­ 
ne r he wou ld d efinitely step 
d own this au tu m n, bu t gav e 
no d ale. 


To all v isitors, A d e na u e r 
gav e the same assu rance — 
his su ccessor wou ld be na m ­ 
ed in the fall, and u nd e r no 
circu mstances wou ld 
it he 
E rhard . 


On April 22 last, the fight 
was joined for the final time. 
The 
Christian 
Democratic 
party ex ecu tiv es met. A d enau er 
proposed it d iscu ss the French- 
G e rm a n friend ship treaty that 
he regard s as one of his crown­ 
ing achiev ements. The ex ecu ­ 
tiv e d ecid ed instead to consid ­ 
er the su ccession. A d e na u e r 
proposed the d esignation of a 
su ccessor 
he 
formally 
post­ 
poned till the fall. The ex ecu ­ 
tiv e insisted on im med iate con­ 
sid eration. 


Interior 
Minister 
H erm ann 
Hoecherl su ggested A d enau er 
ou ght 
to personally pu t 
E r­ 
ha r d ’s name in nomination. Bu t 
the old man stu ck to his gu ns. 
Finally 
the 
nex t 
d ay , 
Ad e­ 
na u e r ’s 
party d eserted 
him. 
The 14-y ear "A d e na u e r era" in 
G e rm a ny was for all intents 
and pu rposes ov er. 


Bu t in Bonn, now, there 
is a well u sed political joke 
for sale or— as some wits 
hav e wry ly su ggested — for 
lend -lease to the France of 
Gen. Charles d e Gau lle: 


Ad enau er, d angling a great- 


grand son on his knee, asks the 
little boy , "W hat d o y ou want

Winston Churchill Steps Down

When Mrs. Doris Moss opened the letter she d id not 
know it was a historic d ocu ment. 
Mrs. Moss is chairman of the British Conserv ativ e 
Party Assn. of the Wood ford Constitu ency . The letter 
was an ad v ance notice that the member of Parliament 
representing the constitu ency wou ld not stand for re- 
election. 
It was signed : “Winston S. Chu rchill.” 
Thus ended the 6 3 -y ear parliamentary ' career o f 
the man co nsidered by many to he the greatest states­ 
man in British histo ry , a perso n so belo v ed in the 
United States that he was made an ho no rary citizen 
this y ear. 
Sir Winston is d eaf. He no longer can walk becau se 
of a broken leg. And Chu rchill is nearing 90. He felt that 
he cou ld no longer be u sefu l in Parliament becau se of 
his infirmities so he retired . 
Bu t at week’s end , Chu rchill let it be known that 
he wou ld still speak u p when he fou nd it necessary . 
In a letter to the Primro se league, a co nserv ativ e 
o rganizatio n o f which he is grand master, Churchill 
said Britain must keep its nuclear deterrent because 
“ these deadly weapo ns are safer in o ur hands than in 
any o ther.” 
Chu rchill’s retirement from the political scene was 
only one of many major news d ev elopments of an ev ent­ 
fu l week. Perhaps historians a few y ears hence will re­ 
gard Sir Winston’s action as the most significant. 
Du ring this week a threat of war between Haiti and 
the Dominican Repu blic grew stronger, the racial issu e 
in the United States boiled when Negroes staged mass 
d emonstrations against segregation in Birmingham, Ala. 
and New Hampshire became the first state in this centu ry 
to set u p a lottery . 
It was learned in Mo sco w that Fro l Ko zlo v , the man 


tapped by Premier Nikita Khru shchev to be his su ccessor, 
was ailing. This news started specu lation as to who 
wou ld su cceed Khru shchev . Most observ ers regard ed 
Mikhail Su slov , the party theoretician and a hard -line 
Commu nist, as the logical su ccessor. Bu t they d id not 
ru le ou t the possibility that Anastas Mikoy an, who i 
aging, wou ld serv e briefly as Ru ssia's lead er.

Mill Valley, Alto, Strawberry From W ay Up 


At the top is the 2.604-foot height of Mount 
Tamalpais. At the bottom is the extreme northwest 
portion of Richardson Bay. Highway 101 runs from 
left to right of center with the Alto intersection 
somewhat to the right of center. 
From this, any 
good Marinite should be in shape to start picking 
out details. 
For a start, look just over the highest ridge 
even beyond Tamalpais and what can be seen? The 
Pacific Ocean, with the shadowy length of the Point 


Reyes Peninsula and even (in the original Aero 
Photographer's print) those white cliffs which re­ 
minded Sir Francis Drake of his homeland nearly 
four centuries ago and caused him to christen this 
new place “ Nova Albion,” a first New England 
dating from 1579. 
Midway along the ridge of Mount Tamalpais 
note two tiny white globes, heart of a radar installa­ 
tion. Many trails and some bits of the righ roads 
can be seen—Ridgecrest Boulevard, the Panora­ 


mic Highway. The mass of houses nestling into the 
mountain is Mill Valley, with the east-west length 
of Camino Alto reaching toward the curves at right 
of the Corte Madera grade. Enchanted Knolls causes 
the right-angling of East Blithedale Avenue loading 
to the Alto interchange where it becomes Tiburon 
Boulevard. 
Below and to the left are the grounds and large 
buildings of the Golden Gate Baptist Theological 
Seminary on land reaching out toward Strawberry 


Point, with the many single-family residences of 
Strawberry area to the right. 
Preparations plainly are being made on the 
island, below, for one-family construction authorized 
by county planners months ago. The controversial 
causeway leading to the island is plainly in evidence. 
Follow the course of Tiburon Boulevard tow ard 
the bottom of the picture and at its left appears 
Greenwood Cove, with waterfront development be­ 
coming in evidence in the cluster known as “The 
Cove.”

Mario Lamperti, 


A Man With An 


Inventive Mind 


Iìy RICHARD CARBONEAU 


An inventive mind like that 
of 
Mario 
Joseph 
Lamperti 
isn’t bound to any one field of 
endeavor. Problem plus mind 
equals invention. 


Lamperti, born and raised 
in San Rafael, has been apply­ 
ing his inventiveness to things 
as diverse as food-freezing 
and repairing cracked ship 
engines. His talents also en­ 
compass cooking, 
photogra­ 
phy and water-witching. 


AS A BOY, living on Bay- 
view Street, Lamperti devel­ 
oped early an interest in elec­ 
tricity. It was about the time 
the Northwestern Pacific elec­ 
trified its former steam-oper­ 
ated trains to San Francisco. 
“ I was attracted by the 
flashes of electricity from the 
third rail,” he said. ‘‘One day 
I took my dog and went down 
to the B Street station. I got 
on with my dog. The conduc­ 
tor asked me who 1 was. He 
thought 1 must be related to 
somebody on 
the railroad. 
But he figured he'd better put 
me off in Sausalito.” 
There was no electricity in 
the I-amperti house at that 
time. 
Young Mario obtained a 
source of power for his boy­ 
hood experiments from dis­ 
carded dry cells from automo­ 
biles. He and his friends sal­ 
vaged the cells from trash 
cans and hooked up a neigh­ 
borhood telegraph s y s t e m 
with four or five boys on the 
line. 
The 62-year-old owner of 
North Bay Electric Works Inc. 
went to elementary school at 
the Short School and then at­ 
tended high school for two 
years at what is now the E 
Street School. 
He dropped 
out to go to work, however, 
and finished his education in 
night school. 


IN LA TER years he ob­ 
tained both mechanical and 
e l e c t r i c a l engineering li­ 
censes. 
Young Mario started work­ 
ing in a large San Francisco 
electric motor shop, where he 
was employed from 1917 to 
1926. 
He gained varied ex-

and other electrical equip­ 
ment. 


In 1926 he started his own 
business, which he built into 
a complete electric service or­ 
ganization, including wiring, 
motor repairs, c o n t r o l s , 
plumbing, heating, refrigera­ 
tion and air conditioning. 


LAM PERTI HAS designed 
and built numerous refrigera­ 
tion systems in the area for 
dairies and other uses. 


He designed a plant at No­ 
vato for processing pressed 
duck. In 1943 he built an ex­ 
perimental deep freeze locker 
plant, which he operated for 
several years before leading 
it out. He experimented with 
freezing cooked foods, fruits, 
mushrooms and foods that 
were thought at the time to 
be unfreezable. 


During World War II Lam­ 
perti developed a "key link 
process” for repairing large 
marine 
engines 
that 
were 
cracked. 
He and four men 
operated an organization. The 
process involved ‘‘stitching’’ 
the cracked cylinders of eith­ 
er steam or diesel engines 
w i t h m a n y precision-fitted 
key links. 


‘‘IT SAVED quite a few mil­ 
lion dollars and kept a lot of 
ships going,” said Lamperti. 


He once repaired a cracked 
cylinder weighing 
10 
tons 
from a Russian ship, which 
made a number of voyages 
afterward before eventual re­ 
placement of the part. 


His company installs steam, 
hot water and electric heat­ 
ing systems, including radiant 
floors 
and 
ceiling 
panels. 
Lamperti also manufactures 


coils for radiant heating of 
w ood floors. 
Lamperti’s 
knowledge of 
plumbing extends to the in­ 
stallation of water systems in 
rural areas, and this is where 
his water-witching comes in. 
"I don't know exactly how 
it works; my father taught it 
to me,” Limperti said. 
"It’s based on electricity, 
somehow,’’ he said. "You can't 
have wet feet, I know.” 


HE SAID almost any forked 
green branch can be used. 
"You can feel it; it will 


turn your hands,” he asserted. 
But even if he doesn’t know 
how it works, Lamperti knows 
it works. He says he located 
springs last fall, he found and 
developed a well near Hcalds- 
burg. 
There’s never enough time 
to do all the things I-amperti 
would like to do. Besides his 
hobby of color photography, 
he has been active in the Ro­ 
tary Club, the Chamber ol 
Commerce, various s c h o o l 
committees and as a director

The dream of an amphi­ 
theater and pools at the new 
Marin County Civic Center 
may well become a reality in 
the not-too-distant future. 


ONE DAY IN 1957, Mrs. 
Hodgson remembers, she re­ 
ceived a telephone call from 
Aaron C. Green, Wright’s as­ 
sistant, asking her to meet 
with the architects to discuss 
plans for the civic c e n t e r 
pools. Her roles as originator, 
choreographer 
and 
produc­ 
tion manager of Marin’s an­ 
nual Ballet Aquacade, a tradi­ 
tional event now in its 18th 
year, made Mrs. Hodgson a 
natural and well qualified 
choice as such a consultant. 


The first meeting was held 
at the Roger Kent home in 
Kentfield where the earliest 
a q u a c a d e s had been pre­ 
sented. Green took pictures 
and asked Mrs. Hodgson’s ad­ 
vice as to the needs of future 
larger and more expensive 
aquacades and similar events. 


After Wright had drawn 
the plan, it was again dis­ 
cussed with Mrs. Hodgson. 
She 
then 
emphasized 
the 
need for more area around 
the pool and a better accessi­ 
bility for the entrances. The 
first plans were discarded and 


Wright then presented his 
second plan. 


TH E POOLS would be part 
of the amphitheater. There 
would be two pools—one of 
them Olympic size *hich is 
360-feet long so that it could 
be used if the World Olym­ 
pics ever came to this Ray 
Area, 
and 
the 
other 
pie­ 
shaped stage pool Each sec­ 
tion would he controlled by a 
hydraulic lift which could be 
raised or lowered and the 
pool i n s t a n t l y filled with 
water. 
In e x p l a i n i n g the pie­ 
shaped stage pool, Mrs. Hodg­ 
son notes: "The pool, the way 
it is planned, would make a 
very spectacular setting not 
only for Ballet Aquacade, but 
many other outdoor produc­ 
tions.” 
To seat 3,000 persons, the 
amphitheater is intended not 
only as a key facility for the 
Marin County fairs, but also 
for year round service to the 
community. Its design pro­ 
vides for a flexible, multi­ 
purpose use to accommodate 
a wide variety of entertain­ 
ment events such as sym­ 


phony concerts, boxing and 
wrestling matches, historical 
pageant s, waterworks and 
fireworks displays, ballet, bal­ 
let aquacades and diving ex­ 
hibitions, folk dance festivals 
and theatrical performances. 


AS ALAN BRUCE, county 
administrator, explains: "The 
smaller pool only, closest to 
the audience seating, is in­ 
cluded in the actual architec­ 
tural plans for the amphi­ 
theater. The larger swimming 
pool is in the master plan 
only as an eventual private 
concession. 
"If current planning is fol­ 
lowed. no tax dollars will he 
used for the amphitheater it­ 
self. The state government is 
now accumulating in pari­ 
mutuel funds $105,000 per 
year for the account of the 
Marin 
County 
fairgrounds. 
Unless plans change, as they 
often do, the amphitheater 
could be constructed, on this 
basis, in 1965-66.” 
If and when that time ar­ 
rives, the Ballet Aquacade 
will find itself with an ideal 
location, Mrs. Hodgson be­ 
lieves, and will be ready to 


encourage even greater pai 
ticipation by the youth of th 
county. 
She thinks 
Frank 
Lloyi 
Wright expressed the philoc 
ophy behind the amphitheate 
and pools perfectly wlien, h 
an address to the people o 
Marin County in 
1957, h, 
said: 


“ BEA U TY IS the movinj 
cause of nearly every issu« 
w o r t h the civilization wi 
have, and civilization withou 
a culture is like a man with 
out a soul. Culture consists o 
the expression by the humar 
spirit of the love of beauty.*

Some students at Terra Lin­ 
da High School are voluntar­ 
ily taking examinations these 
days to assess the value of a 
new approach to education. 
The approach is “ staff util- 
zation through team teach­ 
ing” which is much on the 
national e d u c a t i o n scene 
these days, and which has 
been applied locally for near­ 
ly a year in a pilot block 
program 
for approximately 
340 students in Marin’s new­ 
est high school. 


TH E 
SAN RAFAEL High 
School District is now evalu­ 
ating this program through a 
series of tests for block pro­ 
gram students in fields rang­ 
ing from 
m a t h e m a t i c s, 
foreign 
languages, 
English 
comprehension and U.S. his­ 
tory to college aptitude, study 
habits and attitudes, plus the 


California inventory series de­ 
signed to indicate responsibil­ 
ity, flexibility, achievement 
by conformity, achievement 
by independence, and intel­ 
lectual efficiency. 


One of the students in this 
block program is Janet Oliver, 
15, daughter of Mrs. and Mrs 
Robert E. Oliver of 56 Circle 
Road in Ix>s Ranchitos. 


Janet is a sophomore who 
volunteered, with her parents’ 
consent, to participate in the 
beginning of the block last 
fall. 
Entrance in the program 
means that Janet starts her 
school day at 8 a.m., 50 min­ 
utes earlier than other stu­ 
dents, and pursues a flexible 
program of studies in periods 
ranging from 20 to 100 min­ 
utes in length, within classes 
of eight to 100 students, on a 


schedule that varies from day 
to day as well as week to 
week. 


AFTER LUNCH, at 13 0 
p.m., Janet and the other 
block program students join 
traditional courses for the last 
two periods of the day. 


School authorities assured 
all parents, including Janet’s, 
at the beginning of the school 
year that block s t u d e n t s 
would have at least all the 
work included in the regular 
program and possibly more.

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Lifting Veil From 


India's Religions

Most contemporary’ books 
about India’s religions have 
been written by sympathetic 
westerners. None can speak 
with the authority and knowl­ 
edge of Swami Prabhavanan- 
da, who is not only a believer 
but a revered holy seer. 
In his “ The Spiritual Herit­ 
age of India" he tells us that 
“ Indian philosophy is not a 
mere way of thinking, but a 
way of life, a wav of truth. 
To become a philosopher is to 
become transformed in life, 
renewed in mind and baptized 
in spirit.”

You can read of the lives, 
sacrifices and teachings of 
the great holy men down to 
Sri Ramakrasna who studied 
and practiced many sects of 
Hinduism, M o h a m medism. 
Buddhism 
and 
Christianity, 
and who taught: 
“ Do not depend on doc­ 
trines, do not depend on dog­ 
mas, or sects, or churches, or 
temples. They count for very 
little compared with the es­ 
sence of existence in man, 
which is divine . . 
Pursue 
diligently and sincerely any 
spiritual path, he said, and 
you will ultimately achieve 
“ realization.” 
S w a m i 
Prabhavananda’s 
latest book is certain to do 
much to clear away the mis­ 
understandings and misinter­ 
pretations which have grown 
up about India’s spiritual be­ 
liefs and practices. It is a 
most valuable and most stimu-

BEFO RE W E comment up­ 
on “ I Owe Russia $1,200,” let 
us frankly admit that we are 
one of those for whom Bob 
Hope can do no wrong. 
He can tell the most ancient 
and corniest of jokes (and he 
frequently does), he can mess 
up the punch lines (which he 
does, although not frequent­ 
ly), and still, as long as it is 
Bob Hope, delivering one of 
his rapid-fire monologues or 
mugging 
his 
way 
through 
some outrageous skit, we are 
convulsed with laughter. 
“ I Owe Russia $1,200” is a 
Bob Hope monologue in writ­ 
ing, atypical otherwise only 
in its length. 
With a gag ratio of a good 
half dozen per page, Hope 
quips his way through an ac­ 
count of his adventures and 
misadventures 
as 
one 
of 
America’s 
busiest 
traveling 
entertainers. It is the story of 
his trips abroad to perform 
for 
American 
servicemen 
and/or to make movies and 
TV film—including, of course, 
the visit to Moscow, f r o m 
which the Kremlin may never 
recover. 
It is pretty much standard 
Hope 
fare with the 
usual 
large measures of jokes about 
Crosby, pretty girls, income 
tax. golf, political figures, the 
military brass and the rela­ 
tive “ hardships” Americans 
at home are enduring while 
servicemen “ live it up” at 
their remote outposts. 


If you are not a Bob Hope 
fan. there is no reason to read 
this. But you will hardly be 
missed. For many, many of 
us— and for even more over­ 
seas— Hope is “ the” Ameri­ 
can comedian. 


WORLD Publishing Co. has 
issued in paperback f o r m 
($1.55) “ A Practical Manual 
of Screen Playwriting” by 
Ix'wis Herman. 


Herman has covered both 
television and movie scripts, 
aiming his text primarily, but 
not exclusively, at the begin­ 
ner.

“ Of Spies and Stratagems” 
is a “ now it can be told” ac­ 
count of the work of indus­ 
trialist Stanley Lovell in the 
OSS (Office of Strategic Ser­ 
vices—although Of Spies and 
Stratagems would suit it bet­ 
ter) during World War II. 
L o v e l l obviously relished 
the problems, which ranged 
from how to communicate 
with 
undercover agents in 
enemy-occupied territory to a 


scheme (never carried out) to 
infect tho entire civilian popu­ 
lation of Spanish Morocco 
with “ an assortment of bac­ 
teria 
from 
tularemia 
and 
psittacosis to all the pests 
known to the Fourth Horse­ 
man of the Apocalypse.” 
Bacteriological warfare was 
not practiced in in World War 
II, but at least one man high­ 
ly placed in the OSS advocat­ 
ed it: Stanley Lovell, indus­ 
trialist and author of “ Of 
Spies and Stratagems.” Per­ 
haps it may make its appear­ 
ance. alongside such atrocities 
as the hydrogen or cobalt 


bomb, in World War III. 
Author Lovell (who, inci­ 
dentally, is board chairman of 
Raytheon Corp., manufactur­ 
ers of major components for 
missiles and rockets) is con­ 
fident World War 111 
will 
come 
His timetable, drawn 
from the late Oswald Spong­ 
ier, calls for its arrival in 
1964. 
“ Of Spies and Stratagems” 
is an interesting account of a 
side of war but little known. 
It is interesting also in its dis­ 
closures of the depravity with­ 
in I lie human mind, for which 
war provides release. 


Books For The Young Reader 


Some new books for the 
young, younger and youngest 
readers: 
“ Bones and the Black Pan­ 
ther” by Jean Caryl (Funk 
and Wagnalls. $2.95) is about 
an 11-year-old who has his 
heart set on a very special 
English bicycle. And of the 
many ways he goes about rais­ 
ing the necessary funds. It 
reads like an especially enter­ 
taining book for the boy 10 
to 12. And Jessica Zemsky lias 
added some simple but effec­ 
tive illustrations. Her jacket 
are is particularly delightful.

Upper right, S P.'s cycle of steam locomotion came 
to an end in the 1950s with such scenes as this 2 10 2 type 
freight engine resting on the storage track in the Roseville 
yard, awaiting a call that never came. Diesels had taken over. 
Below, the S P Oakland San Francisco ferries were still run­ 
ning in the early 1950s when this Northwestern Pacific steam 
engine came out ol the train shed at Oakland Pier en route 
to the roundhouse after pulling a special train. Bottom left, 
cabin-front locomotives were an essential part of the S.P. 
scene for nearly half a century. Here in 1954 Steinheimer 
found No. 4105 humming to herself by the water plug at 
Colton.

It is best to re- 
Rubber cap s should be inspected for d e ­ 
terioration. 


It doesn't require an awful 
lot of mechanical aptitude to 
get 
your 
outboard 
motor 
in 
tiptop shape 
for the 
boating 
season. 
With a few 
basic tools, an 
average 
knowledge 
of 
what 
makes the motor work and an 
hour or so of spare time, just 
about 
anyone can 
do it. 
To help you here's a simple 
step by-step procedure. 
Start 
by 
removing 
the 
spark plugs. Spark plugs may 
seem 
to 
be 
rather 
insignifi­ 
cant parts of Tie engine, yet 
they 
are 
vitally 
important. 
Hough 
idling, 
hard 
starting 
and excessive 
fuel 
consump­ 
tion 
can 
all 
result 
from 
de­ 
fective plugs. 


INSPECT THE plugs care­ 
fully for burring, fouling or 
cracking. 
If 
they 
appear 
to 
be in good shape they can be 
cleaned, gapped 
and 
reused. 
If they show signs of deterio­ 
ration. don't take chances, re- 


place them with the type rec­ 
ommended 
by 
the 
manufac­ 
turer. Also check the rubber 
spark plug caps for deteriora­ 
tion. 
The ignition system —break­ 
er points, condenser, coil and 
wiring— can be quickly tested 
with a spark checker. Spark 
checkers 
are 
inexpensive 
to 
buy 
or, 
if 
you 
prefer, 
easy 
to make. 
Next check step is the fuel 
system. 
If 
you 
ran 
the 
car­ 
buretor 
dry 
last 
fall, 
you 
shouldn't have any problems. 
It’s a good idea, however, to 
remove 
and 
clean 
the 
fuel 
filter 
bowl. 
Wash 
the 
bowl 
and 
the 
filter 
with 
neutral 
spirits 
or 
clean 
gasoline. 
If 
the 
filter 
is 
badly 
clogged 
with varnish or other depos­ 
its, 
it 
should 
be 
replaced. 
Check all fuel lines for leaks 
or cracks. 
See that all parts are prop­ 
erly 
lubricated. 
Using 
a 
grease 
gun 
fill 
the 
fittings 


with 
the 
proper 
lubricant. 
Your owner’s manual will list 
other points that 
require at­ 
tention 
Lubrication is impor­ 
tant. 
Don’t overlook 
it. 


THE LOWER unit housing 
the propeller shaft and gears 
should 
be 
drained 
and 
re­ 
filled with the lubricant rec­ 
ommended 
by 
the 
manufac­ 
turer. If water or metal chips 
are detected in the drain oil, 
have a qualified marine deal­ 
er 
check 
the 
motor. 
If 
you 
changed the lubricant last fall 
before the motor was put into 
storage, there is no need 
to 
do it again now. It should be 
checked, however, to be sure 
it is full. 
Don’t make the mistake of 
using 
fuel 
left 
in 
the 
tank 
over 
the 
winter 
months. 
It 
has probably lost its ability to 
ignite properly and 
using 
it 
can 
cause 
hard 
starting, 
rough running and poor per­ 
formance. Throw it out. 
Especially 
on 
high 
horse­ 
power motors, propellers are 
extremely 
impoitant 
in 
get­ 
ting 
top 
performance. 
Mis­ 
matched or damaged propel­ 
lers 
are 
the 
most 
common 
cause of problems related to 
speed and power losses, - hort 
spark plug life, excessive fuel 
consumption and vibration. 
A propeller that 
is nicked 
or 
bent 
should 
be 
repaired, 
repitehed or replaced. If your 
motor 
does 
not 
deliver 
the 
kind of performance that can 
reasonably be expected, have 
a 
marine 
dealer 
check 
the 
propeller. It may not be suit­ 
ed to your boat and the load 
you 
normally 
carry. 
While 
you're checking the propeller, 
lubricate its shaft and inspect 
the drive pin for wear. 


WHEN YOU nave complet­ 
ed these steps, experts recom­ 
mend 
giving 
the 
motor 
a 
thorough 
visual 
inspection. 
Look 
for 
loose 
screws 
and 
trim 
and 
damaged 
parts. 
When 
everything 
is 
ship­ 
shape, connect the spark plug 
wires and put on the engine 
cover. 
W'ipe 
down 
exterior 
metal 
parts 
with a lightly 
oiled cloth. 
Apply a coat of protective 
wax to fiberglass engine cov­ 
ers.

The bigger boats, for the 
most part, are sailing auxil­ 
iaries which offer the cus­ 
tomer the choice of inboard 
power or a well or side brack­ 
et for outboard power. Kven 
many small eatboats and sail­ 
ing dinghies in the 1963 fleet 
have strengthened transoms 
for a small power outboard. 


Many of the craft are one- 
design racers, built to exact 
ing specifications to insure 
that races are a match of 
sailing skill. Although major 
changes 
are 
forbidden 
in 
these boats, enthusiasts will 
note many minor innovations 
aimed at improving creature 
comfort for the crew, 
im­ 
provements such as increased 
storage space, better cabin 
and deck arrangements and 
more live aboard features.

If you’ve ever attended a 
boat show, you might hav** 
felt somewhat like a young 
ster in a candy store. Every­ 
thing looks so good that it’s 
hard to decide just what is 
best.

CHOOSE AN outboard mo 
tor as carefully as you do a 
boat.

Tips On Buying Used Motors 


When Noah was fitting out 
for one of history’s first re­ 
corded boating trips, he took 
along— among other items 
his wife. 


He didn't realize it at the 
time, but he had introduced 
one of boating’s most endur­ 
ing accessories. A lot of other 
accessories have come and 
gone since then, but the wile 
remains. 


Nowadays i 
t not only t a k e s 
a lot of accessories to satisfy 
the skipper, it also takes ac­ 
cessories to keep the first ac­ 
cessory happy. The manufac­ 
turers of boating accessories 
would be the last people to 
lose sight of these facts, and 
each year they vie for atten­ 
tion with an amazing variety 
of products to tempt the skip 
per and his first mate. 


The ideal boating accessory, 
of course, is one which ap- 
jmals to the instincts of both 
the gadget-prone male and 
his economy and convenience- 
loving wife, 


AC C ESSO RIES for 1963 are 
definitely headed toward that 
ideal. The many gadgets pro­ 
vide the man with enjoyment 
in their operation and the 
woman with enjoyment in the 
results they produce. The do- 
it-yourself 
projects 
offered 
will give the skipper his fun 
while abuildmg, and the first 
mate hers when in use. 


Electronic 
equipment 
is 
just one of the areas in which 
this dual appeal is becoming 
apparent. Thanks largely to 
transistors and other techni­ 
cal advances, electronic equip­ 
ment is becoming less expen­ 
sive and more compact. By 
their nature these devices will 


intrigue the men; and the 
lower 
prices, 
space - saving 
qualities and the added safety 
features will certainly appeal 
to the ladies. 


And there is more good 
news to come. One manufac­ 
turer predicts that a new de­ 
vice 
combining all 
naviga­ 
tional 
and 
communications 
equipment into a single, com­ 
pact unit is only a few years 
off. 


H ERE ARE some examples 
of the new 1963 accessories: 
An automatic anchor hoist 
from City Engineering Co.. 
Inc., Indianapolis, Ind., lies 
flat on the deck when not in 
use. Once the switch is turned 
on, the anchor arm raises 
over the bow, the anchor is 
lowered, and the cable con­ 
tinues to play out until the 
desired length is reached. In 
another switch position, the 
cable reels in until the boat is 
pulled to the anchor; the an­ 
chor is reeled in and returned 
to its horizontal position on 
the deck. 
Vinyl boat carpeting from 
U.S. Rubber Co., Chicago, 111., 
is wear-resistant, easy to in­ 
stall and affords sure footing 
inside the boat cabin. Product 
was tested for three years be­ 
fore being put on the market, 
the manufacturer says. 
The Navigator 410 radio 
direction finder from Bendix 
Marine, North Hollywood, is 
smaller than a cigar 
box. 
weighs 
pounds and costs 
less than $100. W ith power 
supplied by four flashlight 
batteries, the 410 
features 
eonsolan-beacon and marine 
bands and can double as a 
standard radio broadcast re­ 
ceiver. 


With more veteran boatmen 
moving up to larger boats and 
motors, plenty of good used 
boating 
equipment 
is 
now 
available. 
Buying 
y o u r 
pre-owned 
equipment from a reputable 
dealer is best, however, since 
you’ll know it’s been carefully 
checked 
over 
to give you 


many hours of carefree en 
joy merit on the water. 
Here are a few tips to keep 
in mind when selecting a used 
outboard motor to measure its 
relative worth: 
Compression — Grasp the 
starter rope and pull the mo­ 
tor over, checking the * pull” 
and “ bounce” as the motor 


turns over. 
Crankcase bushing—Check 
for excessive dirty oil accu­ 
mulations on the armature 
plate; an indication of faulty 
upper bearing asembly. 
Cylinder condition — Re­ 
move sparkplugs and by us­ 
ing a pencil flashlight peer 
into the cylinder head, check­ 
ing 
for 
excessive 
carbon 
accumulation which will ulti­ 
mately affect the 
perform­ 
ance of the motor. 
Propeller bushing - 
Exert 
up-and-down pressure on the 
propeller shaft and look for 
sepage around the propeller 
shaft seal . . . excessive up- 
and-down play or seepage in­ 
dicates a worn bushing. 
While tin' motor is idling, 
check wiring for cracks in in­ 
sulation, 
a b r a s i o n s 
and 
breaks; fuel connections and 
gasoline line for leaks; and 
the smooth running of the en­ 
gine. 
If you have the opportun­ 
ity, take the motor out for a 
run 
before you 
buy 
it 
to 
check acceleration, idling and 
general performance.

which acts as a giant reflec­ 
tor. Either increase the shut­ 
ter speed or cut down the lens 
openings one or two stops. 
Use a lens shade, too. 
Protect film, cameras and 
other photo equipment from 
spray and heat. Keep them in 
a shaded spot in a waterproof 
bag or wrapped in oil skin. 
Don't aim the camera into 
a stiff breeze. The spray is 
likely to coat the camera and 
hit the lens. To protect the 
lens, and at the same time 
dramatize the scene, use a fil­ 
ter over the lens. 
You might not find photo 
counters at stores near the 
water. Carry all the film you 
need for your trip with you. 
If you must shoot from the 
boat when it is moving, take 
a solid stance before taking 
pictures.

EVINR UDE IS attracting 
the lady customers with a col­ 
or option on its two deluxe 
push - button, 
electric - shift 
models. Customers may se­ 


lect the light seal gray mo­ 
tor with white side panels and 
decorative trim on the shroud 
or Evinrude blue and decor­ 
ative trim. 
One development attracting 
a lot of attention is the an­ 
nouncement by Johnson and 
Evinrude that they will pro­ 
vide a full two-year warranty, 
the first of its kind in the 
outboard industry, on all of 
its 1963 outboard engines. 
In addition to the new war­ 
ranty, Johnson has announced 
more than 100 engineering 
refinements for its 1963 line. 
Company officials say definite 
progress has been made to­ 
wards a completely mainte­ 
nance-free outboard motor. 
Top of the Johnson line re­ 
mains the 75-horsepower en­ 
gine with the Electramatic 
drive, 
an 
automatic-clutch 
system that uses electricity to 
shift gears by means of a 
single lever control. Current 
is controlled by the same lev­ 
er that operates the throttle. 
The gear lever feeds fuel in 
both the forward and reverse 
operation.

Cmdr. Edward R. Tharp, 
chief, Pleasure Boating Cas­ 
ualty Section of the U.S. 
Coast Guard, states that the 
“ average” 
boat 
operator 
faces the odds of one in 
7,500 of having an accident, 
according to an analysis of 
mishaps reported to Wash­ 
ington. 


As the “ average” oper­ 
ator becomes more safety 
minded, his chances of an 
accident 
decreases, 
Com­ 
mander Tharp reports. For 
instance, just by not over­ 
loading the boat, the odds 
increase to one in 8,000. 
Prudent operation, moder­ 
ate speed and maintaining 
a proper lookout bring the 
factor up to one in 17,500. 


Knowing winds and wa­ 
ter conditions and avoid­ 
ing storm conditions will 
advance the margin to one 
in 19,500 and if you have 
the occupants of your craft 
s e a t e d comfortable and 
properly where odds in­ 
crease to one in 63,000 


Finally, if you c o u l d 
make all hands wear life 
preservers (if, he says), the 
chances of avoiding a fatal 
mishap is one in 210,000.

Here's The Right Technique 
For Towing With Outboard 


Should you want to tow 
another craft or a large ob­ 
ject with your outboard boat, 
could you do it in a seaman­ 
like manner? 
The Mercury outboard peo­ 
ple say that if you remember 
the following points, you’ll be 
prepared for this eventuality: 
Your boat’s anchor line is 
the handiest rope aboard for 
emergency towing. It should 
be fairly stout. 
Don’t ever 
economize by using clothes­ 
line or other light rope for 
the anchor, because it is too 
apt to break while you are 
anchored—or towing a friend 
who’s run out of fuel. 
P L A N I N G - T Y P E outboard 
boats usually tow handily and 
at a fast clip. Often, though, 
outboarders are asked to tow 
sailboats, rowboats and simi­ 
lar craft with displacement 
hulls. Such boats are charac­ 
terized by a bottom which 
curves up and narrows from 
amidships af t . 
These hulls 
tend 
to 
get 
cranky 
when 
towed at too fast a clip, so 
tailor your speed to suit the 
tow. 
Frequently, craft like ca­ 
noes and tenders dart tins 


way and that, especially when 
the tow line is attached to the 
top of the bow The pull then 
tends to bury the bow in the 
water 
To remedy this, tie a loop 
rope around the hull about 
one-third back from the bow. 
Attach the tow line to the loop 
down under the keel. 
The 
pull will then tend to lift the 
bow. and the stern will fol­ 
low like a “ tail,” keeping the 
tow straight. 


S P E E D S W I L L be very low 
when you are pulling swim­ 
ming rafts, logs or similar 
objects, and steering control 
may be limited. Try adapting 
a method used by many river 
towboat captains. 
Go alongside your tow and 
make your boat fast to it. bow 
and stern.

Marin’s role as a boating 
and water sports center is

The Futurity hitch extends 
the rope above the motor and, 
as such, out of the water and 
safely out of reach of the 
propeller. The tilting hitch is 
also unique in that it can 
work as a motor-lift by using 
the weight of the top of the 
motor as a counter balance. 


The anchors made by Fu­ 
turity are of non-fouling type, 
sold at leading marine and 
sporting goods stores in ev­ 
ery part of the country. 


New recognition has just 
come 
to 
Kimball 
and

products with the announce­ 
ment that the concern's water 
skis have been selected for 
exhibit this year under U.S. 
Department 
o f 
Commerce 
sponsorship at trade fairs to 
be held in Rio de Janeiro ami 
in Sydney, Australia, as “ rep­ 
resentative” of the work of 
American industry.

J l ST AS important as hav­ 
ing the right anchor is know­ 
ing how to use it When an­ 
choring, first check to be sure 
the bitter end of the line is 
attached to the boat and the 
line is not tangled around 
your feet or gear. Select the 
spot where you want to an­ 
chor and then approach it 
into the wind or current, 
whichever is stronger. When 
over the spot, lower the an­ 
chor, don’t heave it. 


After 
the 
anchor 
h a s 
caught the bottom, play out 
additional line until the ratio 
of length of line to depth of 
water is about six to one. In 
rough seas, it’s best to in­ 
crease the ratio. Keep the 
engine running until the an­ 


chor is set. If it doesn’t catch 
the 
first 
time, 
try 
again. 
Anchors are set quite easily 
in mud or sand. On rock bot­ 
toms, it may be necessary to 
drag the anchor some dis­ 
tance before it catches. 


DKPKNDINO upon the type 
of bottom, retrieving the an­ 
chor can sometimes present a 
problem. The easiest way is 
to run the boat to a point di­ 
rectly above the anchor and 
then give the line a good 
straight pull. 
If it 
doesn’t 
break loose, attach the line to 
the boat and utilize the pull­ 
ing power of the motor at a 
slow speed.

fhe Marine Paints Are Durable 


New 
and 
better 
marine 
paints have resulted in fin­ 
ishes which are 
more 
re­ 
sistant to mildew, barnacles, 
rot and marine growth plus 
weathering from being in the 
water. 
But of utmost importance 
is the refinishing which is 
necessary to maintain your 
boat properly as well as pro­ 
ducing a smoother finish to 
enable your craft to move 
through the water efficently. 
You can sand your boat by 
hand, use power tools or 
there are a variety of corn- 
merieial products on the mar­ 


ket—some 
of which 
make 
revolutionary 
claims as to 
ease of working the wood and 
production of excellent end 
results. 
On bottoms consideration 
must be given to the amount 
of marine growth present. If 
this is not too heavy, you may 
not want to sand through to 
the bare wood. It is desirable 
to use a respirator because 
dust 
created 
from 
bottom 
paints is injurious. 
The number of scars, nicks 
and chipped or peeled paint 
areas also must be deter­ 
mined on topsides before a 


decision is made to go down 
to the 
paint-free wood. If 
mars are neglible, it may not 
be necessary. This same pro­ 
cedure applies to decks. 
On brightwork it usually is 
not necessary to remove all 
varnish The main thing here 
is that more than one coat is 
desirable to get the finish pro­ 
tection desired. 
A goodly number of sailors 
prefer to leave polishing of 
the propeller to a boat yard 
but there are some with expe­ 
rience who do the job them­ 
selves— especially 
if 
nicks 
and gouges arc at a minimum.

A 'Must' 
For Boat 


A rock tied to a clothes line 
and dropped over the side 
will do a pretty fair job of 
holding a small boat in calm 
water.

An anchor, of course, is the 
answer. 


A N A N C 'IIO K is one of the 
most useful pieces of equip­ 
ment a boatman can own.

A Lot In Boat's Performance 


I t I s Seldom Seen, But The Prop 


I s An I mportant Part Of Motor 


Propellers, seldom s e e n 
when a boat is in the water, 
are one of the most signifi­ 
cant parts of outboard mo­ 
tors. 
This rather simple part has 
the important job of convert­ 
ing the energy produced by 
the powerhead to power in 
the form of thrust necessary 
to propel the boat. 


MODERN 
outboards 
are 
certified 
to 
develop 
their 
rated horsepower at a speci­ 
fied number of crankshaft 
revolutions per minute. With­ 
in certain limits, if the engine 
does not operate within its 
recommended rpm range at 
full throttle, it is likely that 
the propeller is not properly 
matched to the load it is be­ 
ing required to move. 
Failure to select a propel­ 
ler of the correct pitch can 
cause poor performance, a 
great deal of irritation and 
even damage to the motor. 
Pitch, incidentally, indicates 


the distance that the propel­ 
ler 
would 
m o v e 
ahead 
through the water in one 
complete revolution, assum­ 
ing there was no propeller 
slip For instance, a propeller 
with a 12-inch pitch would 
theoretically move ahead 12 
inches in one revolution. 
Take the case of the man 
who last spring purchased a 
new boat, lie had been oper­ 
ating a 40 horsepower on a 
15-foot 
boat 
and 
getting 
good performance. But he de­ 
cided he wanted a little more 
room, so traded it in on an 
open-coekpit 16-footer of lap- 
strake construction— a boat 
considerably 
heavier t h a n 
the one he had been using. 


HIS FIRST use of this boat 
came when his family went 
camping with another family 
group. He was somewhat dis­ 
appointed. but not too con­ 
cerned, when his speedome­ 
ter registered only about 23 
miles per hour at full throttle

with three people in the boat. 
He became alarmed when he 
had 
difficulty 
pulling 
an 
adult water skier from a deep 
water start, and then could 
pull the skier at a top speed 
of only 20 miles per hour. 


Following his vacation, he 
took the rig to his marine 
dealer and recounted his ex­ 
perience. 
The 
dealer 
first 
checked the prop to see if it 
was properly balanced. Find­ 
ing nothing wrong with the 
balance, he put the rig in 
the water with two passen­ 
gers. 
At 
full 
throttle 
the 
speedometer indicated 23 
miles per hour and his tach­ 
ometer indicated the motor 
was turning only about 3700 
rpm. As the engine develops 
its rated horsepower at 4,500 
rpm, he knew the propeller 
was not correct for the load. 


The dealer then put a low­ 
er pitch prop on the motor 
and immediately top speed 
jumped to near 29 miles per 
hour and the rpm moved 
close ot 4,500. To make sure 
the pitch was not too low at 
minimum 
load, 
the dealer 
took the boat out alone. Al­ 
though top speed increased 
by slightly over one mile per 
hour, the rpm's did not in­ 
crease significantly. 


From these facts, a valu­ 
able lesson may be learned. 
If your motor does not rev 
up to within the recommend­ 
ed operating range, it is like­ 
ly you are using a prop with 
too much pitch. You are try- 
ing to push too heavy a load

AT THE SAME time, a pro­ 
peller acts as a governor on 
engine speed. If you are using 
a propeller with too little 
pitch, it is possible your en­ 
gine will turn over faster 
than the recommended safe 
operating range. 
The only certain way to 


test engine speed is by use 
of a tachometer. If, under nor­ 
mal load with the proper tilt 
angle and transom height the 
motor turns faster or slower 
than the manuiac urer’s spe­ 
cifications, the propel!« r is 
wrong for the rig If the mo­ 
tor turns too fast, you need 
a prop wth greUer pitch t" 
reduce the rpm. If it turns 
too slow, you not*d a propel­ 
ler with less pitch. 
A marine dealer is the best

Plastic windshields develop 
a static charge and attract 
dust with heavy d e p o s i t s 
especially common after a 
trailer trip over the highways.

waters and silt laden 
droplets create 
pumicc-like 
spots when cruising on mud­ 
dy rivers. Sand gets on the 
foredeck near beaches and 
grains of it can adhere to the 
windshield if wet. 
Here are some “ do’s” and

DO NOT— Wipe off dust 
with any handy piece of cloth 
because this eventually will 
put countless tiny scratches 
into the surfaces. 
DO NOT—Use com m o n 
cleaners intended for home 
and automobile glass because 
they could dull the surface 
permanently.

Keep Line Neat 


When water skiing, make 
certain the tow line is free of 
knots. 


It is estimated that a simple 
knot in a tow line decreases 
its strength up to 45 per cent 
Back splice or whip the ends 
of the line to keep the ends 
from fraying. 


If you construct your own 
tow lines, make certain that 
the yoke off the tow handle is 
no more than 11 inches deep 
In other words, the two ends 
of the rope attached to the 
tow handle should meet in a 
single line not more than 11 
inches from the handle. 
This eliminates the possi­ 
bility of accidental entangle­ 
ment in the tow line. 


Drain Plug Important 


Even the most expert boat­ 
man has had the experience 
of launching his craft minus 
the drain {»lug It is not only 
embarrassing, but sometimes 
damaging. Flie Kvnrude Boat­ 
ing Foundation suggests that 
you replace your drain plug 
before you leave home, rather 
than at the launching site 
where you will likely be in a 
hurry and occupied with other 
tilings.

When you are getting 
away from a pier or float, 
don’t spin your wheel so

says Everett B. Morris in

board Boating Skills.” 
Morris says to remember 
that outboard boats do not 
steer like automobiles or 
bicycles, which follow their 
front wheels. In boats, the 
stern responds to the steer­ 
ing impulse first and in the 
opposite 
direction 
from 
that which the bow is go­ 
ing to take. So, when you 
are in close quarters, give 
your stern room enough to 
swing when you turn. 


Keep Close Check 


On Trailer Tires 


Many a boat trip has been 
ruined by trailer tire prob­ 
lems caused from underinfla­ 
tion or overloading. 
Tire experts strongly rec­ 
ommend 
that 
boat 
trailer 
tires be checked thoroughly 
before towing the family boat 
away on a trip. 
Trailer tires need 
much 
higher inflation than passen­ 
ger car tires. Underinflated, 
tire treads wear excessively; 
high internal heat and dan­ 
gerous trailer sway are cre­ 
ated. 
Boat owner are also cau- 
t i o n e d against overloading 
since boat trailer tires are 
manufactured in various sizes 
and ply ratings depending on 
the specified load a trailer is 
expected to carry.

from $25 to $100 As a result, 
premium costs are reduced. 


COMPANIES

boat insurance realize that 
the equipment is not always 
used the year round and it is 
on this premise that premi­ 
ums are established. If in­ 
sureds would limit their cov­ 
erage to only the most active 
part of the season, premiums 
would have to be prorated 
and raised accordingly. This 
being the case, no significant 
savings can be made by can­ 
celing your policy at the end 
of the season. For the little 
extra cost involved, it’s far 
better to keep your rig fully 
insured at all times to pro­ 
tect it against such perils as 
fire, theft, and 
windstorm 
that can occur at any time.

19 at the time of the crime 
and because of recent evidence 
showing schizophrenic te n d e n ­ 
cies and sexual abnormalities.

“ I’ve been on the Row 15 
months," Golston said.

seen 15 men walk out of there 
and never come back.

Reds Admit Kozlov Ailing 


MOSCOW CAP) — The Central Committee of the 
Soviet Communist party todav the virtually unprecedent­ 
ed step of announcing that Frol Kozlov— billed as heir 
apparent to Premier Nikita Khrushchev— was ill. 
The announcement, published in the Soviet press, 
did not say what ailed the 55-year-old secretary of the 
Communist party. 
Kozlov began his political ri>e in Moscow during 
World War II. He became first secretary of the I^enin- 
grad party organization in 1950, but played no prominent 
part on the national stage until after the death of Stalin 
in 1953. 
He was out of sight for about a month in 1961, 
missing the May Day parade that year too. but soon 
showed up looking tanned and healthy. He told reporters 
then that he had suffered “ a severe heart attack.” 
31 Die In Fiery Crash 


SAO PAULO, Brazil (AP) — Officials counted 31 
dead today in the crash of a Brazilian airliner that plowed 
into a heavily built up area but miraculously hit only an 
unoccupied apartment building. 
At least 20,000 persons rushed to the scene, serious­ 
ly hampering rescue efforts. Several were reported kill­ 
ed when a fire truck slammed into part of the crowd. 
Despite the throng, 17 persons were snatched alive 
from the blazing wreckage and rushed to local hospitals. 
One person was missing from the 44 passengers and five 
crewmen aboard the two-engined Convair.

WASHINGTON— What will 
it take to persuade the Ken­ 
nedy administration that the 
removal of Soviet troops from 
Cuba

If the Kremlin acquires an­ 
other satellite in Ia tm Amer­ 
ica from which to operate, 
will this convince the Presi­ 
dent that the Soviet forces in 
the Western hemisphere con­ 
stitute a "clear and present” 
danger which must be soon 
removed? 
I raise this question be­ 
cause a second L itin Ameri­ 
can county is evidently just 
yearning to be embraced. This 
is the little Batista-type dic­ 
tatorship of Francois Duva­ 
lier in Haiti, which is show­ 
ing every* sign of reaching out 
to Khrushchev and Castro in 
the hope that they can save 
it from the disillusion and 
discontent of his own people. 


TRYING TO perpetuate his 
regime beyond its constitu­ 
tional end this month. Duva­ 
lier is apparently deperato 
enough to take the nsk of 
inviting in the Soviet-Castro 
Communists. 
If this should happen, what 
would be the 
response of 
those who view the Soviet 
presence in Cuba as a sec­ 
ondary concern? No doubt 
some would argue that the 
danger is not increased, but 
divides between two coun­ 
tries. that the more the So­ 
viets take over, the more Cas­ 
tro’s image will be impaired 
elsewhere, and that if we will 
only keep quiet the S o v i e t 
troops would go away. 


I S U S P E C T that most 
Americans are not so wishful 
or so timid. 
Furthermore, the prospect 
lliat the desperate Duvalier 
will throw his country’ into 
the embrace of Soviet-domi­ 
nated Cuba is no imaginary 
nightmare. 
The foreign minister of the 
Dominican Republic, Andres 
Freites. has informed a peace 
mission of the Organization 
of American States that he 
has information showing that 
the Haitian President has al­ 
ready offered military bases 
to Castro. 
Such a disclosure is not sur­ 
prising since there is already 
evidence that Duvalier has 
been maintaining secret con­ 
tacts with the Haitian Com­ 
munists and simultaneously- 
making public overtures to 
Czechoslovakian 
and 
other 
Soviet 
b l o c 
Communists 
abroad. 
No doubt the Haitian die- 


tator. who has tried to re 
write his nation’s constitution 
in order to perpetuate his re 
gime with a semblance of le­ 
gality, believes that he can 
"borrow” enough Communist 
force from Castro to keep 
him in power, hut not enough 
to 
allow 
the 
Soviet-Castro 
forces to take over his gov­ 
ernment. 


IT DOESN'T WORK t h a t 
way. Communists don’t help 
ke«*p non-Communiits In of­ 
fice. as the events in Laos 
grimly prove. This is why the 
revelation that Duvalier hopes 
to save himself by offering a 
base for the Khrushchev-Uas- 
iro forces can hardly fail to 
send a chill down the spine 
of every’ official in Washing­ 
ton 
It seems to me the premise 
of the administration is that 
because of other cold war is­ 
sues (such as Berlin and Laost 
wc dare not make the removal 
of Soviet troops a top prior­ 
ity or to accept the risks of 
action. I believe the opposite 
is nearer the truth, that if we 
don't deal decisively with the 
Soviet presence in Cuba, we 
will thereby he set hack ev 
ery where else in the cold war

Theres Lots Of Talk, No Action On Red Summit 


May Be Long Time Before 
Nikita, Mao Get Together

It’i beginning to look as if it 
will 
be a 
long tim e before 
Mao Tze-tung and P rem ier Ni­ 
kita K hrushchev, the two giants 
of the Communist bloc, have 
a face-to-face m eetin g —if they 
ever do 
* 
High level talks to clear the 
air have been sought by China 
aince last sum m er to shore up 
the several leaks in the Com­ 
m unist w orld’s dike 
But the 
appropriate 
tim e 
does 
not 
aeem to be at hand now. 


Neither Mao nor Khrush­ 
chev shows an sign of yield­ 
ing ground from his position 
on the sources of conflict 
producing the deep rift in 
relations 
between 
Moscow 
and Peking: differences in 
Interpretation 
of 
Ideology, 
conflicts of national Interest 
and, last but surely N O T 
least, Titolsm and the place 
of Yugoslavia. 


In early April Mao invited 
K hrushchev to drop in on him 
In Peking en route to a visit 
in Cambodia 
But Khrushchev 
declined 
the 
invitation, 
ex­ 
plaining that he never intend­ 
e d going to Cambodia. (Making 
th e trip instead will he Soviet 
President I>eonid Brezhnev ) 
T hen Khrushchev lobbed the 
ball back to Peking by suggest­ 
ing th a t Mao trek to Moscow 
to see him, or send Chinese 
Com m unist representatives to 
Moscow for prelim inary talks 
aro u n d May 15. 
(It 
was ru ­ 
m ored in Moscow that the So­ 
viet prem ier prefers the latter 
plan > But since then, no reply 
from Mao has been announced. 
Two events which followed 
©n the heels of the invitation 
exchange seem 
to dim 
any 
prospects th a t the two arc in 
I he mood to m end their dif­ 
ferences speedily 


First, Yugoslavia offered 
to send India large quanti­ 
ties of weapons especially 
useful In mountain warfare. 


This rould only serve to fur­ 
ther alienate the Red Chi­ 
nese. Next, the Communist 
daily, Pravria, altered word­ 
ing of Its Mav Dav greetings 
to Y u g o s la s ia to bring it in 
line With annual messages 
sent to countries within the 
Communist bloc. This special 
mark of favor is also deeply 
offensive to the anti Tito Red 
Chinese. 


From China come reports of 
a renewal of the anti-K hrush­ 
chev 
propaganda 
campaign 
that had been halted about the ¡ 
time Mao sent his invitation to 
Moscow. 
To add fu rther to the confu- i 
sion, there has been talk that 
K hrushchev may be on his way 
out of power 
But 
despite 
the 
now-slim 
chances of a Red sum m it m eet­ 
ing, th ere is no expectation of 
a formal diplom atic split be­ 
tween tlie two countries. 
Here, in brief, are the major 
points of conflict facing the 
Red Chinese and the Soviets: 


A basic conflict is a differ­ 
ence 
in 
interpretation 
of 
Marxist L e n i n i s t 
doctrine. 
T h e ( h i ñ e s e c o n d e m n 
Khrushchev as a “ modern 
revisionist”; i.e., he rejects 
the tenet that there must 
inevitably he a major flash 
between 
Communism 
and 
capitalism. 


K hrushchev claims a big war 
with 
“ im perialism ” can 
now 


Ik * avoided because the Bed 
cam p is so strong the im perial­ 
ists would not dare start one. 
He accuses the Chinese of dog­ 
m atism — too strict following of 
Marxist-Lcninist scriptures. 
The next trouble spot con­ 
cerns the developm ent of rev ­ 
olutions 
and 
involves 
Yugo­ 
slavia. China savs revolutions 
develop according to specific 
conditions in nations involved, 
citing he own revolution based 
on the peasantry instead of the 
classical 
reliance 
on 
urban 


proletariat. 
The Russians also proclaim 
(hat specific conditions af­ 
fect how revolutions develop, 
and cite Yugoslavia as their 
example, Khrushchev feels 
Yugoslavia has not restored 
capitalism, 
and 
that 
Titn 
should he returned lo the 
fold to advance world Com­ 
munist unity. 


But Mao com pletely rejects 
Tito’s “ revisionism ” as a be­ 
trayal 
of 
M arxism-IzminCm. 
Any accom modation to the U S. 
m eans a slip back tow ard capi­ 
talism to him, 
Because of K hrushchev’s pol­ 
icy of “ peaceful coexistence” 
and the continuation of disarm ­ 
ament talks, the Chinese say 
K hrushchev is slowing down 
the process of world revolu­ 
tion. The claim he is selling 
Com m unist parties down the 
river in backw ard areas by not 
seizing revolutionary o pp ortu ­ 
nities, and that any talk of 
disarm am ent is betrayal. 
W hat the Chinese really fear 
is that K hrushchev will agree 
to 
some 
nuclear 
lim itations 
before they get into the nu­ 
clear club. 
The two also disagree over 
Communist strategy and tac­ 
tics. Mao’s tactic Is to strike 
the 
enem y 
wherever 
and 
whenever possible, without 
regard for the risk of start­ 
ing a war. Khrushchev savs 
strategy and tactics are in­ 
extricably 
hound 
together, 
lie uses tarties to push the 
strategic aim, the ultim ate 
goal 
of 
Communist 
world 
domination. So if tactirs re­ 
quire it. for exam ple, he is 
vvillrng to make temporary 
accom modations if he feels 
it serves long-range strategy. 
While Mao's dictum is a t­ 
tack. always attack, K hru sh ­ 
chev relies on a flexible for­ 
eign policy considering both 
attack and retreat. 
Mao claims there have been 
no peaceful transitions to so- 
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IDEOLOGICAL

Was Accomplished 


Voice Of People Heard Loud, Mean

BONN (IIPI)— Alone as always,

Tamalpais. At the bottom is the extreme northwest 
portion of Richardson Bay. Highway 101 runs from 
left to right of renter with the Alto intersection 
somewhat to the right of center. 
From this, any 
good Marinite should be in shape to start picking 
out details. 
For a start, look just over the highest ridge 
even beyond Tamalpais and what can be seen? The 
Pacific Ocean, with the shadowy length of the Point 


Reyes Peninsula and even (in the original Aero 
Photographer's print) those white cliffs which re­ 
minded Sir Francis Drake of his homeland nearly 
four centuries ago and caused him to christen this 
new place “Nova Albion,'1 a first New England 
dating from 1579. 
Midway along the ridge of Mount Tamalpais 
note two tiny white globes, heart of a radar installa­ 
tion. Many trails and some bits of the righ roads 
can be seen— Ridgecrest Boulevard, the Panora* 


mic Highway. The mass of houses nestling into the 
mountain is Mill Valley, with the east-west length 
of Camino Alto reaching toward the curves at right 
of the Corte Madera grade Enchanted Knolls causes 
the right-angling of East Blithedale Avenue loading 
to the Alto interchange where it becomes Tiburon 
Boulevard. 
Below and to the left are the grounds and large 
buildings of the Golden Gate Baptist Theological 
Seminary on land reaching out toward Strawberry 


Point, with the many single-family residences of 
Strawberry area to the right. 
Preparations plainly are being made on the 
island, helow, for one-family construction authorized 
by county planners months ago. The controversial 
causeway leading to the island is plainly 111 evidence. 
Follow the course of Tiburon Boulevard toward 
the bottom of the picture and at its left appears 
Greenwood Cove, with waterfront development be­ 
coming in evidence in the cluster known as ‘*Th§ 
Cove.”

Mario Lamperti, 
A Man With An 
Inventive Mind 


n> RICHARD CARBONEAl’ 


An inventive mind like that 
of 
Mario Joseph 
lamperti 
i>n‘t bound to any one field of 
endeavor. Problem plus mind 
equals invention. 


lamperti, born and raised 
in San Rafael, has been apply, 
ing his inventiveness to things 
as diverse as food-freezing 
and repairing cracked ship 
engines. His talents also en­ 
compass cooking, 
photogra­ 
phy and water w itching. 


AS A BOY, living on Bay* 
view Street, I^mpcrti devel­ 
oped early an interest in elec­ 
tricity. It was about the time 
the Northwestern Pacific elec­ 
trified its former steam oper­ 
ated trains to San Francisco. 
“ I was attracted by the 
flashes of electricity from the 
third rail,” he said. “ One day 
I took my dog and went down 
to the B Street station 
I got 
on with my dog The conduc­ 
tor asked me who I was. He 
thought I must be related to 
somebody on the railroad. 
But he figured he'd better put 
me off in Sausalito.” 
There was no electricity in 
the lamperti house at that 
time. 
Young Mario obtained a 
source of power for his boy­ 
hood experiments from dis­ 
carded dry cells from automo­ 
biles. He and his friends sal­ 
vaged the cells from trash 
cans and hooked up a neigh­ 
borhood telegraph s y s t e m 
with four or five boys on the 
line. 
The 62-yearold owner of 
North Bay Electric Works Inc. 
went to elementary school at 
the Short School and then at­ 
tended high school for two 
years at what is now the E 
Street School. 
He dropped 
out to go to work, however, 
and finished his education in 
night school. 


IN LA TER years he ob­ 
tained both mechanical and 
e l e c t r i c a l engineering li. 
censes. 
Y’oung Mario started work­ 
ing in a large San Francisco 
electric motor shop, w here he 
was employed from 1917 to 
1926.

periencc in motors, controls 
and other electrical equip­ 
ment. 


In 1926 he started his own 
business, which he built into 
a complete electric service or­ 
ganization, including wiring, 
motor repairs, c o n t r o l s , 
plumbing, heating, refrigera­ 
tion and air conditioning. 


I*AMPERTI HAS designed 
and built numerous refrigera­ 
tion systems in the area for 
dairies and other uses. 


He designed a plant at No­ 
vato for processing pressed 
duck. In 1943 he built an ex­ 
perimental deep freeze locker 
plant, which he operated for 
, several years before leasing 
it out, He experimented with 
freezing cooked foods, fruits, 
mushrooms and foods that 
were thought at the time to 
be unfreezable. 


During World War 11 I.am- 
perti developed a “ key link 
process’’ for repairing large 
marine 
engines 
that 
were 
cracked. 
He and four men 
operated an organization. The 
process involved “ stitching” 
the cracked cylinders of eith­ 
er steam or diesel engines 
w i t h m a n y precision-fitted 
key links. 


“ IT SAVED quite a few mil- 
lion dollars and kept a lot of 
ships going,” said Lamperti. 


He once repaired a cracked 
cylinder weighing 
10 tons 
from a Russian ship, which 
made a number of voyages 
afterward before eventual re­ 
placement of the part. 


His company installs steam, 
hot water and electric heat­ 
ing systems, including radiant 
floors 
and 
ceiling 
panels. 
Lamperti also manufactures 


coils for radiant heating of 
wood floors. 
I^mpcrti's 
knowledge of 
plumbing extends to the in­ 
stallation of water systems in 
rural areas, and this is where 
his water-witching comes in. 
“ I don’t know exactly how 
it works; my father taught it 
to me,” I*amperti said. 
“ It’s based on electricity, 
somehow,” he said. “ You can't 
have wet feet, I know.” 


H E SAID almost any forked 
green branch can be used. 
“ You can feci it; it will 


turn your hands,” he asserted. 
But even if he doesn't know 
how it works, Lamperti knows 
it works. He says he located 
springs last fall, he found and 
developed a well near Healds- 
burg. 
There’s never enough time 
to do all the things lamperti 
would like to do. Besides his 
bobby of color photography, 
he has been active in the Ro­ 
tary Club, the Chamber of 
Commerce, various s c h o o l 
committees and as a director

A Dream Takes Shape At Civic Center

The dream of an amphi­ 
theater and pools at the new 
Marin County Civic Center 
may well heroine a reality in 
the not too distant future. 


And playing a major role 
toward the realization of this 
dream has been Mrs. Ralston 
Hodgson of Ross. For it was 
Mrs. Hodgson who was con­ 
tacted by the late architect 
Frank Lloyd Wright for as­ 
sistance 
in the drawing of 
plans for this portion of the

Civic Center development. 


ONE D A Y IN 
1957, Mrs. 
Hodgson remembers, she re­ 
ceived a telephone call from 
Aaron C. Green. W right’s as­ 
sistant. asking her to meet 
with the architects to discuss 
plans for the civic c e n t e r 
pools. Her roles as originator, 
choreographer 
and 
produc­ 
tion manager of Marin’s an 
nual Ballet Aquacade, a tradi­ 
tional event now in its 18th 
year, made Mrs. Hodgson a 
natural 
and 
well 
qualified 
choice as such a consultant. 


The first meeting was held 
at the Roger Kent home in 
Kentfield where the earliest 
a q u a c a d e s had been pre­ 
sented. Green took pictures 
and asked Mrs. Hodgson’s ad­ 
vice as to the needs of future 
larger and 
more expensive 
aquacades and similar events. 


After Wright 
had drawn 
the plan, it was again dis­ 
cussed 
with 
Mrs. 
Hodgson. 
She 
then 
emphasised 
the 
need for more area around 
the pool and a better accessi­ 
bility for the entrances. The 
first plans were discarded and 


Wright 
then 
presented 
his 
second plan. 


T H E POOL* would lie part 
of the amphitheater. There 
would be two pools -one of 
them Olympic size which is 
360 feet long 
that it could 
be used if the W orld O lym ­ 
pics ever came to this Bay 
Area, 
and 
the 
other 
pie- 
shaped stage pool Each sec­ 
tion would be controlled by a 
hydraulic lift which could be 
raised or lowered and the 
pool i n s t a n t l y filled with 
water. 
In e x p l a i n i n g the pie­ 
shaped stage pool, Mrs. Hodg­ 
son notes: “The pool, the way 
it is planned, would make a 
very spectacular setting not 
only for Ballet Aquacade, but 
many other outdoor produc­ 
tions/* 
To scat 3,000 persons, the 
amphitheater is intended not 
only as a key facility for the 
Marin County fairs, but also 
for year-round service to the 
community. 
Its design pro­ 
vides for a flexible, multi­ 
purpose use to accommodate 
a wide variety of entertain­ 
ment 
events such as sym­ 


phony concerts, boxing and 
wrestling matches, historical 
p a g e a n t s , waterworks and 
fireworks displays, ballet, bal­ 
let aquacades and diving ex 
hibitions, folk dance festivals 
and theatrical perform a nces, 


AS A LA N BRI CE, county 
administrator, explains- “The 
smaller pool only, closest to 
the audience seating, is in­ 
cluded in the actual architec­ 
tural 
plans for the amphi­ 
theater. The larger swimming 
pool is in the master plan 
only as an eventual private 
concession. 
“If current planning is fol­ 
lowed. no tax dollars will lie 
used for the amphitheater it­ 
self. The state government is 
now 
accumulating 
in 
pari­ 
mutuel 
funds $105,000 
per 
year for the account of the 
Marin 
County 
fairgrounds. 
Unless plans change, as they 
often do, the amphitheater 
could be constructed, on this 
basis, in 1965-66.” 
If and when that time ar­ 
rives. 
the 
Ballet 
Aquacade 
will find itself with an ideal 
location, 
Mrs. 
Hodgson 
be­ 
lieves, and will be ready to 


encourage even greater par­ 
ticipation by the youth of the 
county. 
She 
thinks 
Frank 
Lloyd 
Wright expressed the philos­ 
ophy behind the amphitheater 
and pools perfectly when, In 
an address to the people of 
Marin 
County 
in 
1957, he 
said: 


“ B E A U T Y IS the moving 
cause of nearly every kssuc 
w o r t h 
the 
civilization 
we 
have, and civilization without 
a culture is like a man with­ 
out a soul. Culture consists of 
the expression by the human 
spirit of the love of beauty.** 
Through the Ballet Aqua­ 
cade, 
Mrs. 
Hodgson 
feels, 
some 350 young 
people of 
Marin County have found one 
way of expressing their love 
of beauty and creativity. 
This year’s production will 
be held at the Ann Curtis 
School of Swimming on June 
8 and 9 at 2 30 p.m 
As a 
Marin General Hospital Aux­ 
iliary branch program, pro­ 
ceeds from the event will go 
to the hospital for the pur­ 
chase of a much needed cycle 
bed.

Some students at Terra Lin- 
da High School are voluntar­ 
ily taking examinations these 
days to assess the value of a 
new approach to education. 
The approach is “staff util- 
zation through team teach­ 
ing" which is much on the 
national education scene 
these days, and which has 
been applied locally for near­ 
ly a year in a pilot block 
program for approximately 
340 students in Marin's new­ 
est high school. 


T IIK SAN RAFAEL High 
School District is now evalu­ 
ating this program through a 
series of tests for block pro­ 
gram students in fields rang­ 
ing from mathematics, 
foreign 
languages, 
English 
comprehension and U S. his­ 
tory to college aptitude, study 
habits and attitudes, plus the 


California inventory series de­ 
signed to indicate responsibil­ 
ity, flexibility, achievement 
by conformity, achievement 
hy independence, and intel­ 
lectual efficiency. 
One of the students in this 
block program is Janet Oliver, 
15, daughter of Mrs. and Mrs 
Robert E. Oliver of 56 Circle 
Hoad in Ix)s Hanchitos. 
Janet is a sophomore who 
volunteered, with her parents’ 
consent, to participate in the 
beginning of the block last 
fall 
Entrance in the program 
means that Janet starts her 
school day at 8 am. 50 min­ 
utes earlier than other stu­ 
dents, and pursues a flexible 
program of studies in periods 
ranging from 20 to 100 mm 
utes in length, within classes 
of eight to 100 students, on a 


schedule that varies from day 
to day as well a* week to 
week. 


A ITER 1.1 M il, at 130 
pm., Janet and the other 
block program students join 
traditional courses for the last 
two periods of the day. 
School authorities assured 
all parents, including Janet's, 
at the beginning of the school 
year that block students 
would have at least all the 
work included in the regular 
program and possibly more. 


The program consists of 
English, social studies, math­ 
ematics, 
foreign 
languages 
and physical education. In ad­ 
dition to these, Janet has 
been able to include advanced 
band work which she feels 
she would not have been able

"We now have a student- 
operated film series, a stu­ 
dent run speakers’ hour, and 
the increase in the number 
of interest clubs has been 
gratifying. The students ask­ 
ed for and planned changes 
in the present cafeteria, and 
have revamped their consti­ 
tution.” 
"A lot lias happened this 
year,” said Diamond.

An Inside Story Of The O SS

Most conicmporary books 
about India's religions have 
been written by sympathetic 
westerners. None can speak 
with the authority and know! 
edge of Swami Prabhavanan- 
da, who is not only a believer 
but a revered holy seer. 
In his “ The Spiritual Herit­ 
age of India" he tells us that 
“ Indian philosophy is not a 
mere way of thinking, but a 
way of life, a way of truth. 
To become a philosopher is to 
become transformed in life, 
renewed in mind and baptized 
in spirit.” 
And that, in India, philos­ 
ophy is indistinguishable from 
religion. 
In his latest book, written 
with the assistance of Fred­ 
erick Manchester, the Swami 
describes the roots of the 
great religions of his coun­ 
try and how they flourished.

You can read of the lives, 
sacrifices and teachings of 
the great holy men down to 
Sri Ramakrasna who studied 
and practiced many sects of 
Hinduism, M oham m edism , 
Buddhism and Christianity, 
and who taught: 
“ Do not depend on doc­ 
trines, do not depend on dog­ 
mas, or sects, or churches, or 
temples. They count for very 
little compared with the es­ 
sence of existence in man, 
which is divine . . 
Pursue 
diligently and sincerely any 
spiritual path, he said, and 
you will ultimately achieve 
“ realization.”

much to clear away the mis­ 
understandings and misinter­ 
pretations which have grown 
up about India’s spiritual be­ 
liefs and practices.

convulsed with laughter. 
“ I Owe Russia $1,200” is a 
Bob Hope monologue in writ­ 
ing. atypical otherwise only 
in its length. 
With a gag ratio of a good 
half dozen per page, Hope 
quips his way through an ac­ 
count of his adventures and 
misadventures 
as 
one 
of 
America's 
busiest 
traveling 
entertainers. It is the story' of 
his trips abroad to perform 
for 
American 
servicemen 
and or to make movies and 
TV film —including, of course, 
the visit to Moscow, f r o m 
which the Kremlin may never 
recover. 
It is pretty much standard 
Hope 
fare with the usual 
large measures of jokes about 
Crosby, pretty girls, income 
tax, golf, political figures, the 
military brass and the rela­ 
tive 
hardships” Americans 
at home are enduring while 
servicemen “ live it up" at 
their remote outposts. 


If you are not a Bob Hope 
fan, there is no reason to read 
this. But you will hardly be 
missed. For many, many of 
us 
and for even more over­ 
seas- Hope is “ the" Ameri­ 
can comedian.

The Boardwalk Now Serves Suburbanites 
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Old Western 
Standby Goes 
Sophisticated 


Many modern suburbanites 
are facet! with some mighty 
old fashioned problems, such 
as — “ I^ook, Ma, no side* 
walks.” 
(¡ranted,sidewalks aren't an 
essential of life Hut they are 
rather nice to have, particu­ 
larly on wet days when com­ 
pany’s coming. 


TIIKRK ARK various ways 
to compensate for the loss of 
sidewalk: 
You can pave the front 
yard. 
You can widen the driveway 
to accommodate guests’ cars 
and hook it up to an entrance 
walk 
Or you can do what some 
smart suburbanites have done 
and 
build 
a 
sophisticated 
boardwalk to double as side­ 
walk and exterior entrance 
area. This works especially 
well if the front yard is shal­ 
low and the house is built on 
a down slope from the street. 
The boardwalk is actually 
a wood deck adjacent and 
parallel to the street and at 
the same level 
It could ex­ 
tend only part of the yard's 
length, 
or stretch 
entirely 
across it, from property line 
to property line. The effect 
can be highly intriguing and 
serviceability is tops. 


TIIK I>K(’K boardwalk can 
be built of stout Douglas fir 
two by-fours 
laid 
flat 
and 
with an eighth inch spacing 
between 
boards to 
permit 
proper 
ram 
water 
runoff. 
This also allows a speedy 
cleaning job with the garden 
hose. 
For absolute minimum up­ 
keep, install the fir two-by- 
four decking without finish 
and let it weather naturally. 
In about a year’s time, the 
boardwalk will acquire the 
soft patina and color of fine 
pewter. From there on, it be­ 
comes more beautiful with 
passing time. 
For the most Interesting ef­ 
fect, choose something other 
than an ordinary rectangular 
shape for the boardwalk. It 
could be a triangle, broad at 
one end and narrowing to a 
stiletto tip at the other. For 
the triangle, lay deck boards 
at right angles to the street. 
Other possible shapes are 
the trapezium, rhomboid and 
circle—or several circles con­ 
nected with narrow walks.

Taint-on or 
dip preservative treatments 
are generally not considered 
adequate, and pressure-treat­ 
ed fir is readily available.

Young citrus trees benefit 
more from adequate water 
than from any other single 
factor. There is a right and 
wrong way to water them, 
however, and g a r d e n e r s 
should follow advice of the 
California Assn. of Nursery­ 
men Make a basin for irriga­ 
tion around the trees, but 
leave a ridge of soil right 
around the trunk and out a 
few inches from it. This will 
prevent over saturation at the 
crown, a condition which can 
cause t r o u b l e if allowed.

Not that they are any more 
spectacular 
in 
bloom, 
but 
simply

they have 
proved themselves time and 
again, these shrubs have be 
come standbys for garden dis- 
play. 


IN MARIN, we have many 
standbys, but even here, there 
are a few which warrant spe­ 
cial attention. Right now let s 
consider some that help to 
carry the summer garden: 
Abclia is one of these 
not 
a shrub which you’ll see at 
garden shows, but one which 
you see a great deal of in our 
gardens. 
The commonest form is 
Glossy Abclia, a shiny leaved 
shrub of m e d i u m height 
which bears masses of fra­ 
grant white, tubular flowers 
through summer. It seems in­ 
different to summer drought, 
and always looks fresh and 
green no matter what care 
you give it. 
Another variety found in 
Marin is the Pink Abclia. 
more compact in growth, but 
With the same shiny character 
to its foliage

flowering hedges We suggest 
using them less formally, how­ 
ever, pruning by selection of 
branches rather than shear­ 
ing Such practice will con­ 
vert the atWlia into a more 
open and graceful shrub, re­ 
sulting in more bloom at the 
same time because the older 
spent wood is removed, leav­ 
ing the fresh new blooming 
branches. 
A second standby for sum­ 
mer display is the hydran­ 
gea, a shrub of truly spectacu­ 
lar bloom 
The large leaves are not in 
the least unattractive and ac­ 
tually make their own contri­ 
bution to the garden during 
spring and summer. But the 
great beauty of this deciduous 
shrub lies in the huge term­ 
inal blossoms which crown 
each woody stem 
Flower color ranges from 
white through shades of rose 
and pink to a rich blue. The 
latter requires iron in the soil 
to maintain its blue color, but 
this is easily supplied by sev­ 
eral compounds available 
through nurseries.

The cscallonias arc a third 
family of shrubs which can 
be heavily relied on for sum­ 
mer color. They range in size 
from the semi-compact Red 
Escallonia up to the tall grow­ 
ing Pink Escallonia. 
In between are numerous 
named varieties such as the 
red C F. Ball and pink Apple 
Blossom, which give the gar 
dcner a wide variety of choice 
including 
tin* 
paper-white' 
ones. 


EVEN THE smallest escal 
lomas make good size shrubs, 
and the larger ones can be 
easily trained into small trees 
They bear their flowers in 
terminal clusters and should 
be given an annual pruning 
in winter so that plenty of 
new wood will develop to car­ 
ry more bloom the following 
year. 
Eseallonias have consider­ 
able appeal for lazy gardeners 
since they are practically in 
destructible and wi t hst and 
not only drought, but the on 
slaught of wind.

With a few basic tools, an 
average knowledge of what 
makes the motor work and an 
hour or so of spare time, just 
about anyone can do it. 
To help you here's a simple 
step bv-step procedure. 
Start 
by 
removing 
the 
spark plugs. Spark plugs may 
seem to be rather insignifi­ 
cant parts of ’ he engine, yet 
they 
are 
vitally 
important. 
Rough idling, hard starting 
and excessive fuel consump­ 
tion can all result from de­ 
fective plugs. 


INSPECT THE plugs care­ 
fully for burring, fouling or 
cracking. If they appear to 
be in good shape they can be 
cleaned, gapped and reused. 
If they show signs of deterio­ 
ration, don’t take chances re­ 


place them with the type rec­ 
ommended by the manufac­ 
turer. Also checic the rubber 
spark plug caps for deteriora­ 
tion. 
The ignition system 
break 
er points, condenser, coil and 
wiring -can be quickly tested 
with a spark checker. Spark 
checkers are inexpensive to 
buy or. if you prefer, easy 
to make. 
Next check step is the fuel 
system. If you ran the car­ 
buretor 
dry 
last 
fall, 
you 
shouldn't have any problems. 
It’s a good idea, however, to 
remove and clean the fuel 
filter bowl. Wash the bowl 
and the filter with neutral 
spirits or clean gasoline. If 
the filter is badly clogged 
with varnish or other depos­ 
its. 
it 
should 
be 
replaced. 
Check all fuel lines for leaks 
or cracks. 
See that all parts are prop­ 
erly 
lubricated. 
I sing 
a 
grease gun fill the fittings 


with 
the 
proper 
lubricant. 
Your owner's manual will list 
other points that require at­ 
tention. lubrication is impor­ 
tant. Don't overlook it. 


THE IjOWER unit housing 
the propeller shaft and gears 
should 
be drained and 
re­ 
filled with the lubricant rec­ 
ommended by the manufac­ 
turer. If water or metal chips 
are detected in the drain oil, 
have a qualified marine deal­ 
er check the motor. If you 
changed the lubricant last fall 
before the motor was put into 
storage, there is no need to 
do it again now. It should be 
checked, however, to be sure 
it is full. 
Don't make the mistake of 
using fuel left in the tank 
over the winter months. It 
has probably lost its ability to 
ignite properly and using it 
can 
cause 
hard 
starting, 
rough running and poor per­ 
formance. Throw it out. 
Especially on high horse­ 
power motors, propellers are 
extremely important in get­ 
ting 
top performance. 
Mis­ 
matched or damaged propel­ 
lers are the most common 
cause of problems related to 
speed and power losses, hort 
spark plug life, excessive fuel 
consumption and vibration. 
A propeller that is rocked 
or bent should be repaired, 
repitched or replaced. If your 
motor does not deliver the 
kind of performance that can 
reasonably be expected, have 
a marine dealer check the 
propeller. It may not be suit­ 
ed to your boat and the load 
you 
normally carry. 
While 
you're checking the propeller, 
lubricate its shaft and inspect 
the drive pin for wear. 


WHEN YOU have complet­ 
ed these steps, experts recom­ 
mend 
giving 
the 
motor 
a 
thorough 
visual 
inspection. 
Look for loose screws and 
trim 
and 
damaged 
parts. 
When 
everything 
is 
ship­ 
shape, connect the spark plug 
wires and put on the engine 
cover. 
Wipe down exterior 
metal parts with a lightly 
oiled cloth. 
Apply a coat of protective 
wax to fiberglass engine cov­ 
ers.

just one of the areas in which 
this dual appeal is becoming 
apparent. Thanks largely to 
transistors and other techni­ 
cal advances, electronic equip­ 
ment is becoming less expen­ 
sive and more compact. By 
their nature these devices will 


intrigue the men; and the 
lower 
prices, 
space-saving 
qualities and the added safety 
features will certainly appeal 
to the ladies. 
And there i> more good 
news to come. One manufac­ 
turer predicts that a new do 
vice combining all 
naviga­ 
tional 
and 
communications 
equipment into a single, com­ 
pact unit is only a few years 
off. 


HERE \R E some examples 
of the new' 1963 accessories: 
An automatic anchor hoist 
from City Engineering Co., 
Inc., Indianapolis, Ind., lies 
flat on the deck when not in 
use. Once the switch is turned 
on, the anchor arm raises 
over the bow, the anchor is 
lowered, and the cable con­ 
tinues to play out until the 
desired length is reached. In 
another switch position, the 
cable reels in until the boat is 
pulled to the anchor; the an­ 
chor is reeled in and relum ed 
to its horizontal position on 
the deck. 
Vinyl Itout carpeting from 
I S. Rubber Co., Chicago, 111 , 
is wear-resistant, easy to in 
stall and affords sure footing 
inside the boat cabin. Product 
was tested for three years be 
fore being put on the market, 
the manufacturer says. 
The Navigator 410 radio 
direction finder from Bendix 
Marine, North Hollywood, is 
smaller than a cigar box. 
weighs 2 ln pounds and costs 
less than $100. With power 
supplied by four flashlight 
lotteries, the 410 features 
consolan-beacon and marine 
bands and can double as a 
standard radio broadcast re­ 
ceiver. 


With more veteran boatmen 
moving up to larger boats and 
motors, plenty of good used 
boating equipment 
is 
now 
available. 
Buying 
y o u r 
preow ned 
equipment from a reputable 
dealer is best, however, since 
you'll know it’s been carefully 
checked over to give you 


many hours of carefree en 
jovment on the water. 
Here arc a few tips to keep 
m mind when selecting a used 
outboard motor to measure its 
relative worth: 
Compression 
- Grasp the 
starter rope and pull the mo­ 
tor over, checking the ‘ pull” 
and “bounce” as the motor 


turns over. 
Crankcase bu thing -Check 
for excessive dirty oil accu 
mutations on the armature 
plate; an Indication of faulty 
upper bearing asombly. 
Cylinder condition — Re 
move sparkplugs and by us­ 
ing a pencil flashlight peer 
into the cylinder head, check­ 
ing 
for 
excessive 
carbon 
accumulation which will ulti 
mately affect the perform­ 
ance of the motor. 
Propeller bushing 
Exert 
up-and-down pressure on the 
propeller shaft and look for 
sepagc around the propeller 
shaft seal . . . excessive up- 
and-down play or seepage in­ 
dicates a worn bushing. 
While the motor is idling, 
check wiring for cracks in in­ 
sulation, 
a b r a s i o n s 
and 
breaks; fuel connections and 
gasoline line for leaks; and 
i he smooth running of the en­ 
gine. 
If you have the opportun­ 
ity, take the motor out for a 
run before you buy it to 
check acceleration, idling and 
general performance.

which acts as a giant reflec­ 
tor. Either increase the shut­ 
ter speed or cut down the lens 
openings one or two stops. 
Cse a lens shade, too. 
Protect film, cameras and 
other photo equipment from 
spray and heat. Keep them in 
a shaded spot in a waterproof 
bag or wrapped m oil skin. 
Don't aim the camera into 
a stiff breeze. The spray is 
likely to coat the camera and 
hit the lens. To protect the 
lens, and at the same time 
dramatize the scene, use a fil­ 
ter over the lens. 
You might not find photo 
counters at stores near the 
water. Carry all the film you 
need for your trip with you. 
If you must shoot from the 
boat when it is moving, take 
a solid stance before taking 
pictures.

Common sense will over­ 
ride carelessness in any 
perieneed boatman, and the 
novice will do well by being 
overly cautious until he gains 
the knowledge that comes 
only with experience. 
ONLY CARELESSNESS or 
lack of knowledge allows a 
boatman to operate his craft 
without life preservers for ins 
companions and himself, with­ 
out proper safety devices ac­ 
cording to the si/e of the boat. 
The first safety precaution 
to observe is to take stock of 
your boat If it has nietal trim 
strips, make sure the trim has 
not lifted, leaving sharp edges 
on which the unwary might 
suffer a nasty gash 
Even the most careful of 
builders might inadvertently 
leave a sharp, unfinished edge 
protruding somewhere. 
Make sure your mooring 
hardware is mounted so that 
it does not interfere with per­ 
sons boarding or leaving the 
boat. If the cockpit floor is 
unusually slick, it may Ih* a 
booby trap for the unwary. 
V O I R STEERING hard­ 
ware* p u l l e y s and cables 
should be p e r i o d i c a l l y 
checked so that you run no 
risk of suddenly losing steer­ 
ing control when underway. 
Small outboards often have 


n » special place for stowage 
of the anchor 
Be certain it 
is stowed in a spot where 
rough water will not cause it 
to become dislodged and in­ 
jure some passenger 
Stow 
your gear neatly so there is 
no possibility of boat passen­ 
gers becoming entangled in it 
either while boarding or when 
underway. 
If the boat is shipshape, 
there are common safety pre­ 
cautions to observe in ami 
around it. Board sensibly by 
stepping as nearly as possible 
amidships in a small boat, 
keeping the body low and the 
hands and arms free. Stow 
equipment after you 
have 
txiarded Give a helping hand 
to others boarding your boat. 


It’s strictly common sense, 
and the law in most cases, 
that you have a life preserver 
aboard for each person in 
your boat. Cheek to see that 
your other safety equipment, 
such 
as 
fire 
extinguisher, 
emergency paddle and lights 
are in operable condition. 


KEEP YOt’R load within 
the ^afe carrying capacity of 
the boat, whether the load is 
passengers or cargo. Balance 
the boat load properly for 
safety and efficient operation. 
Keep passengers seated on 


the seats, not on the gunwale 
or deck. 
One of the major tenden­ 
cies is to overpower a small 
I mat. Ton big a motor ran 
make your boat dangerous to 
operate. 
Wheneve r you are out in a 
boat, watch the weather and 
respect il 
If caught In a 
storm, keep the passengers 
low and. if possible, head into 
the waves at low speed to 
reach shore 
If your boat 
should ever capsize, stay with 
it and depend upon its built- 
in buoyancy. 


YOU INVITE trouble if you 
launch in swift waters or near 
a dam or waterfall. 
If you leave a pier with a 
current running, always have 
your motor started 
before 
casting off 
Proceed at low 
speed in harbors or anchor, 
ages or when passing close to 
swimmers, fishermen or other 
boats. 
Follow the marine “rules of 
the road” when underway. 
Stay alert for obstructions, 
especially wht n in unfamiliar 
waters. 
Watch your wake; 
you are legally responsible for 
any damage it might cause. 
Safety afloat 
is basically 
courtesy and common sense. 
The combination of the two 
seldom fails.

ising almost complete free­ 
dom from maintenance and 
two leading producers are of­ 
fering a two-year warranty 
on the entire 1963 line; an 
other is marketing a modi­ 


fied version of a racing en 
gme. 
Here's a rundown on just 
some of the important inno­ 
vations boating enthusiasts 
are finding in the new out­ 
board motors; 


THE WEST BEND Co has 
added four new models to its 
1963 line of motors. The new 
models include two 49-liorse- 
power Golden Shark 450s; the 
30 horsepower Golden Shark 
300 and the 20horscpower 
Silver Shark 200. The 45- 
horsepower motors are avail­ 
able in electric starting mod­ 
els, one of which has a 25- 
amp alternator generator 
West Bend is one of Ihe 
firms claiming a dramatic im­ 
provement in silencing its 
outboard motors for 1963 
Owners of the new Kvin- 
rudo 75- and 40 horsepower 
models have a choice of four 
propellers, each designed for 
a specific operating purpose. 
Kvinrude is also offering a re­ 
mote-controlled electric tilt 
that will lift or lower the 75- 
horsepower models and radio 
noise suppression kits as op­ 
tional accessories. The power 
tilt consists of a tilt-actuating 
cylinder, an 
elcctric-driven 
hydraulic 
pump, 
necessary 
wiring and a dash-mounted 
control switch. The hydraulic 
pump is powered by a 12-volt 
electric motor that operates 
off the battery. 


EVINRUDE IS attracting 
the lady customers with a col­ 
or option on its two deluxe 
push - button, 
electric - shift 
models. Customers may se-

lect the light seal gray mo­ 
tor with white side panels and 
decorative trim on the shroud 
or Ev inrude blue and decor­ 
ative trim. 
One development attracting 
a lot of attention is the an­ 
nouncement by Job neon and 
Evinrude that they will pro­ 
vide a full two year warranty, 
the first of its kind in the 
outboard industry, on all of 
its 1963 outboard engines. 
In addition to the new war­ 
ranty, Johnson has announced 
more than 100 engineering 
refinements for its 1963 lint“. 
Company officials say definite 
progres* has been made to­ 
wards a completely mainte­ 
nance-free outboard motor. 
Top of the Johnson line re­ 
mains the 75-horsepower en 
ginc with the Electramatic 
drive, 
an 
automatic-clutch 
system that uses electricity to 
shift gears by means of a 
single lever control. Current 
is controlled by the same lev­ 
er that operates the throttle. 
The gear lever feeds fuel in 
both the forward and reverse 
operation.

and fiberglass outboard craft. 
There’s another kind of 
economy in the 1963 outboard 
fleet 
higher quality for the 
same price. 


ONE WOOD boat manufac­ 
turer who has held fast on the 
price line, offering precisely 
the same range in price as last 
year, reports that he has even 
added improved features to 
many models at no extra cost. 


A fiberglass boat builder 
has so much faith in the qual­ 
ity of its hulls that it is offer­ 
ing what is said to be the 
first two-year warranty for de­ 
fects in materials and work­ 
manship in the industry.

A nd 
by the observanoe of such common sens« 
regulations and practices, better boating 
is made possible for all. 


To Prevent Theft Of Motor 


Captain Hook and the days 
of pirac y are gone but mod­ 
ern day thieves still present a 
problem for outboard skip­ 
pers. 
Each year thousands of out­ 
board motors us well as com­ 
plete boating rigs are stolen 
in many cases, the loss could 
have been avoided had a little 
extra precaution been taken 
by the owner. 
TIIEKE ARE several things 
a boatman can do to discour­ 
age theft of his equipment, 
say the people at Evinrude 
Motors 
who 
handle stolen 
motor complaints. 
On most outboard motors 
holes will be found in the 
handles of the clamp screws 
used in securing the motor to 
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the boat. If the clamps are 
tightened so that both han­ 
dles point downward, a reg­ 
ular 
bicycle 
lock 
can 
be 
passed 
through 
the 
holes 
making it impossible to re­ 
move the motor without first 
disturbing the lock, 
A boat stored outside and 
left unattended on a trailer is 
easy pickings for a thief A11 
he need do is attach the trad­ 
er to a car and speed off. If 
you store your rig outside, it’s 
a good idea to lock it down in 
some manner. A heavy chain 
can be used to secure the 
trailer to some stationary ob­ 
ject such as a tree or post. 
Another solution is to chain 
one of the wheels to the axle. 
Anything you can do to make 
it difficult to hitch the trailer 
without causing a commotion 
will help 
If your boat is kept in the 
water, it’s a good idea to keep 
the area lighted at 
night 


Many thieves are quite bold 
but most prefer to work un­ 
der the cover of darkness, A 
light may Ik* enough to keep 
them away. 
INSURANCE won’t prevent 
theft but it will make your 
loss less serious if it should 
occur. It’s only good sense to 
have your rig fully insured 
for its current value at all 
times. 
To establish a record of 
ownership the Evinrude peo­ 
ple suggest that a new motor 
be registered with the manu­ 
facturer at the time of pur­ 
chase* When buying a used 
outboard, make sure that the 
bill of sale, which should be 
kept, includes both the model

“average”

operator 
faces the odds of one in 
7,500 of having an accident, 
according to an analysis of 
mishaps reported to Wash­ 
ington. 


As the “average” oper­ 
ator becomes more safety 
minded, his chances of an 
accident decreases, Com­ 
mander Tharp reports. For 
instance, just by not over­ 
loading the boat, the odds 
increase to one in 8,000. 
Prudent operation, moder­ 
ate speed and maintaining 
a proper lookout bring the 
factor up to one in 17,500 
Knowing winds and wa­ 
ter conditions and avoid­ 
ing storm conditions will 
advance the margin to one 
in 19,500 and if you have 
the occupants of your craft 
s e a t e d comfortable and 
properly where odds in­ 
crease to one in 63,000. 


Finally, if you c o u l d 
make all hands wear life 
preservers (if, he says), the 
chances of avoiding a fatal 
mishap is one in 210,000.

Here's The Right Technique 
For Towing With Outboard 


Should you want to tow 
another craft or a large ob­ 
ject with your outboard boat, 
could you do it in a seaman­ 
like manner? 
The Mercury outboard peo­ 
ple say that if you remember 
the following points, you'll be 
prepared for this eventuality: 
Your boat’s anchor line is 
the handiest rope aboard for 
emergency towing. It should 
be fairly stout. 
Don't ever 
economize by using clothes­ 
line or other light rope for 
the anchor, because it is too 
apt to break while you are 
anchored— or towing a friend 
who’s run out of fuel. 
P LA N IN G - TYPE outboard 
boats usually tow handily and 
at a fast clip. Often, though, 
outboarders are asked to tow 
sailboats, rowboats and simi­ 
lar craft with displacement 
hulls. Such boats are charac­ 
terized by a bottom which 
curves up and narrows from 
amidships aft. 
These hulls 
tend 
to 
get 
cranky 
when 
towed at too fast a clip, so 
tailor your speed to suit the 
tow. 
Frequently, craft like ca­ 
noes and tenders dart tins 


way and that, especially when 
the tow line is attached to the 
top of the bow The pull then 
tends to bury the bow in the 
water. 
To remedy this, tie a loop 
rope around the hull about 
one-third back from the bow. 
Attach the tow line to the loop 
down under the keel. 
The 
pull will then tend to lift the 
bow, and the stern will fol­ 
low like a "tail,” keeping the 
tow straight. 


S P E E D S W IL L be very low 
when you are pulling swim­ 
ming rafts, logs or similar 
objects, and steering control 
may be limited. Try adapting 
a method used by many river 
towboat captains. 
Go alongside your tow and 
make your boat fast to it, bow 
and stern. The boat and tow 
then become one unit and 
your propeller thrust can be 
used to steer both, usually 
more effectively. 


Night Precaution

The num ber of scars, nicks 
and chipped or peeled paint 
areas 
also 
must

d eter­ 
mined on topsides before a 


decision is made to go down 
to

paint-free 
wood. 
If 
mars are neghble, it m ay not 
be necessary. This same pro­ 
cedure applies to decks. 


On brightwork it usually is 
not n ecessaiy to rem ove all 
varnish The main thing here 
is that more than one coat is 
desirable to get the finish pro­ 
tection desired. 
A goodly num ber of sailors 
prefer to leave polishing of 
the propeller to a boat yard 
but there are some with exp e­ 
rience who do the job them ­ 
selves —especially

nicks 
and gouges arc at a m inim um .

A Lot In Boat's Performance 


It Is Seldom Seen, But The Prop 


Is An Important Part Of Motor 


A PROPELLER in this condition can cause many headaches. 
Bent or badly-nicked propellers should be repaired, re­ 
pitched or replaced. 


Propellers, seldom s een 
when a boat is in the water, 
are one of the most signifi­ 
cant parts of outboard mo­ 
tors. 
This rather simple part has 
the important job of convert­ 
ing the energy produced by 
the powerhead to power in 
the form of thrust necessary 
to propel the boat. 


MODERN 
outboards 
are 
certified 
to 
develop 
their 
rated horsepower at a speci­ 
fied number of crankshaft 
revolutions per minute With­ 
in certain limits, if the engine 
does not operate within its 
recommended rpm range at 
full throttle, it is liKely that 
the propeller is not properly 
matched to the load it is be 
ing required to move. 
Failure to select a propel­ 
ler of the correct pitch can 
cause poor performance, a 
great deal of irritation and 
even damage to the motor 
Pitch, incidentally indicates 


the distance that the propel­ 
ler 
would 
move 
ahead 
through the water in one 
complete revolution, assum­ 
ing there was no propeller 
slip For instance, a propeller 
with a 12-inch pitch would 
theoretically move ahead 12 
inches in one revolution. 
Take the case of the man 
who last spring purchased a 
new lM>at lie had been oper­ 
ating a 40 horsepower on a 
15 foot 
boat 
and 
getting 
good performance. But he de­ 
cided he wanted a little more 
room, so traded it in on an 
open cockpit 16 footer of lap- 
strake construction 
a boat 
considerably heavier t han 
the one he had been using. 


IIIS FIRST use of this boat 
came when his family went 
camping with another family 
group He was somewhat dis­ 
appointed. but not too con­ 
cerned. when his speedome­ 
ter registered only about 23 
miles per hour at full throttle 


with three people in the boat. 
He became alarmed when he 
had 
difficulty 
pulling 
an 
adult water skier from a deep 
water start, and then could 
pull the skier at a top speed 
of only 20 miles per hour. 


Following his vacation, he 
took the rig to his marine 
dealer and recounted his ex­ 
perience. The dealer 
first 
checked the prop to see if it 
was properly balanced. Find­ 
ing nothing wrong with the 
balance, he put the rig in 
the water with two passen­ 
gers. 
At full throttle the 
speedometer indicated 23 
miles per hour and his tach­ 
ometer indicated the motor 
was turning only about 3700 
rpm. As the engine develops 
its rated horsepower at 4,500 
rpm, he knew the propeller 
was not correct for the load. 


The dealer then put a low­ 
er pitch prop on the motor 
and immediately top speed 
jumped to near 29 miles per 
hour and the rpm moved 
i close ot 4.500. To make sure 
the pitch was not too low at 
minimum load, the dealer 
took the boat out alone. Al­ 
though top speed increased 
by slightly over one mile per 
hour, the rpm’s did not in­ 
crease significantly. 


From these facts, a valu­ 
able lesson may be learned. 
If your motor does not rev 
up to within the recommend­ 
ed operating range, it is like­ 
ly you are using a prop with 
too much pitch. You are try­ 
ing to push too heavy a load 
too fast. 
Undue strain 
is 


placed on the motor If It op­ 
erates below recommended 
range at full throttle It will 
also fail to develop the rated 
horsepower 
you 
paid 
for 
when you bought the engine. 


AT T H E SAME tune, a pro­ 
peller acts as a governor on 
engine speed If you are using 
a propeller with too little 
pitch, it is possible your en­ 
gine will turn over faster 
than the recommended safe 
operating ran»«.

of their post and frame-free 
visibility 
must 
be cleaned 
often and correctly because 
they impair vision if they are 
dirty and scratched. 
Plastic windshields develop 
a static charge and attract 
dust with heavy d epos i t s 
especially common after a 
trailer trip over the highways. 
Spray 
dries 
and 
leaves 
highly abrasive salt specks on 
tidal waters and silt laden 
droplets create punnce like 
spots when cruising on mud* 
, dy rivers, Sand gets on the 
foredeck near beaches and 
grains of it can adhere to the 
windshield if wet. 
Here are some “do’s” and 
“do nots” for your wuul- 
shield’s protection: 
HO NOT—Wipe off dust 
with any handy piece of cloth 
because this eventually will 
put countless tiny scratches 
into the surfaces. 
DO NOT 
Use c o m m o n 
cleaners intended for home 
and automobile glass because 
they could dull the surface 
permanently. 
DO 
Rinse off heavy coat­ 
ings of dust, salt or silt with 
plain water and follow up 
with a gentle washing with 
mild soap and soft cloth. 
DO — Purchase scratch-re­ 
moving compound or a plas­ 
tic cleaning kit at a marine 
store to insure a good job of 
restoring 
your 
windshield. 
Some of them contain agents 
to mi n i mi z e formation of 
static charges and some also 
leave protective films. 
DO— I n s t a l l transom lift 
handles on your dashboard so 
that passengers can hold on 
instead of grabbing the wind­ 
shield when boarding.

It doesn’t take a bcittle of 
champagne to launch y o u r 
outboard. Better use is made 
of a keen sense of direction 
and a guide standing at the 
rear of the trailer to call out 
instructions. 
Here's how to do it, accord­ 
ing to the National Safety 
Council: 

Hark slowly at a right 
angle to the launching site 
R e m e m b e r that when you 
want the rear of the trailer 
to turn one direction, steer 
your car the opposite way.

DON'T BE one of t h o s e 
landlocked sailors who scut­ 
tle their boat before they get 
it to water. Ih' sure your boat, 
trailer, and car are matched 
and that you have an ade 
quate well-designed hitch. 
Use a safety chain, which 
is required by law in most 
states. Check your hitch and 
tiedow ns whenever you stop 
for gas. If you park for a long 
time, loosen the tie-downs to 
relieve strain on the boat. 
Don t permit yourself to 
become distracted when tow­ 
ing the trailer and forget it’s 
fastened on behind you. Driv­ 
ers have been known to do 
this, then back up and damage 
boat, trailer and automobile 
by sharply jaekkmfing. 
You have extra weight and 
length of boat and trailei 
while driving, so make sure 
you have extra room when I 
you have to pass, and plenty 
of space in which to stop. (Jive 
other drivers clear arm gig- j 
nals if your signal lights are 
hidden by the boat. 


WHEN BUYING a trailer 
for your boat, match it to 
your boat and your car. Check 
the Outboard Boating Club of 
America weight capacity ra t­ 
ing, and if your boat comes 
within 100 pounds of it, get 
the next larger trailer. You 11 
probably load your boat with 
a motor, luggage and extra 
gear. 
Often overlooked on small 
trailers is wheel alignment, j 
If the wheels are not proper­ 
ly 
aligned, 
tire 
wear 
in­ 
creases. 
Worse yet, out-of-j 
line wheels cause the trailer 
to swing from side to side to 
take up more than your share 
of the road. 
Equip your trailer to meet 
the 
requirem ents 
of 
your 


state laws and those of any 
other states in which you will 
use it. The Uniform Vehicle 
(’ode recommends the follow- 
*ng: 
At least one red light vis- 
able for at least 500 feet to 
the rear of the trailer. 
Trailers

gross 
should 
have two reflectors, one on 
each 
side 
Those 
weighing 
more 
than

should have additional clear­ 
ance and side m arker lamps. 
All trailers should 
have a 
stoplight if the towing car's 
stoplight is obscured. 


TRAILERS OF more than 
3.000 
pounds 
should 
have 
brakes adequate to control 
their movement and which 
can be operated from the 
towing vehicle. Brakes should 
work 
automatically 
should 
there be an accidental un­ 
hitching. 
All new boat trailers weigh­ 
ing more than 1,500 pounds 
loaded should have brakes on 
all wheels.

Anyone Who Loves Water 
Can Learn To Ski Well 


In u m a i. Saturday, M a y 4, (963

Any water skier will tHI 
you the easiest way to expe 
nonce the free-wheeling thrill 
of flying is to skim lightly 
over the top of the water on 
a pair of five foot hoards with 
foot bindings. 
For sheer exhilaration, a 
feeling of complete cleanli­ 
ness, and the thrill of swift 
ness multiplied several times 
actual speed, nothing holds 
more fascination than water 
kiing. 


T i l l ' M O S T captivating 
thing alH)ut water skiing is 
that anybody can do it, says 
Tom Dorwin, water ski ad 
visor for Kvtnrude Motors. 
lie says the degree of ac­ 
complishment depends upon 
the individual - his determin­ 
ation, 
natural 
rhythm and 
early 
instruction. 
However, 
the only ones who fail to get 
up and ride the skis are those 
who really don’t want to. 
Anyone who loves water, 
speed, fun and a thrill will 
want to try water skis. learn­ 
ing the fundamentals for pure 
family fun is easy. 
Progress into competitive 
water skiing, with its tricks, 
jumping and slalom i.s another 
problem, Dorwin says. 
All you need to water ski is 
a boat, fitted with a motor of 
lit horsepower or more, a tow 
line, a pair of water skis, and 
a water ski belt. 


SKI.KCT S K IS that «'ire of 
proper size. In general, ski, 
lhat are five feet in length are 
best for those weighing up to 
120 pounds, and five and one- 
half feet in length for those 
over 120 pounds. T h" bind 
mgs should fit the foot snugly 
but comfortably. 
Dorwin, as most instruc 
tors, favors the dry land in­ 
struction preliminary to the 
actual water attempt. With a 
little practice on land the be­ 
ginner will feel more com­ 
fortable when in the water, 
with the skis quite difficult 
to control on the first at­ 
tempt. 
Wet the bindings and feet 
at the water’s edge and slip 
the toes into the front binding 
first. Then adjust the heed 
until it fits correctly. 


NOW SIT down on the .skis 
with a tow bar in hand. The 
instructor will grasp the tow 
rope and simulate the pull of 
the boat and motor against 
the tow. Skis should be about 


six Inches apart 
The knees 
should he tightly doubled up, 
with the arms around the 
knee« and straight 
out in 
front of you. 
The instructor will pull you 
into a standing position sev­ 
eral times 
tai him do the 
work— just 
Jet 
your 
body 
come up as lie pulls. 
This is the way it will be 
when you get in the water. 
After a few such lessons, 
don a water ski belt or jacket 
and you are ready for the 
water. Kven if you are a good 
swimmer, you should wear a 
floatation device, Dorwin in­ 
sists. 


VOt R ST A RT will Ik* made 
m water that is at least hip 
deep. 
Dorwin prefers to ride with 
the beginner the first few 
times so he can steady the 
novice as he comes out of the 
water. This is the critical 
point in learning to ski. Once 
up, riding is easy. 
The driver will take the 
slack out of the tow lines, 
which are of exactly the same 
length for safety’s sake. As 
the slight pull of the motor in 
gear steadies the beginner, 
word to “Hit it!” is given 
betting the boat do the work, 
just as the instructor did on 
land, you will glide to the top 
naturally. Then stand up and 
ride! 


KK K P TH R arms straight, 
the knees slightly flexed to 
absorb the shock of slight 
bumps, and the ImkI.v leaned 
hack against the pull of the 
tow boat. 
If you just ride behind the 
boat a few times you will feel 
perfectly at home on the skis. 
Then you can start crossing 
the wake and some of the 
other activities that make the 
sport more enjoyable. 
Before you start you should 
review a set of band signals 
with the observer in the boat, 
as this will be your only 
means of communication once 
under way. On him and the 
driver rests the responsibility 
for a safe ride. An experi­ 
enced driver will give you 
only short riiles when you 
first start. 


Watch Your Step 
When

Spend 
some time getting the feel of 
backing the trailer. Try to 
back in a straight line for 50 
feet or so. Then try to back 
into a marked parking space. 
It won’t take long to get 
the hang of it it you remem­ 
ber one point—turn the car 
wheel in the opposite direc­ 
tion from the way you want 
the trailer to go The simplest 
way to do this is to get into 
the 
habit 
of gripping the 
steering wheel at the bottom, 
and from that position, turn 
it in the same d rectum you 
want the 
trailer to 
move. 
Sounds a little confusing, out 
by turning the Peering wheel 
left when it is held at tin 
bottom, you’r* actually tinn­ 
ing the car w!ie*\; r-ght and 
vice versa. 


AFTER A short practice 
session you'll Ik* ready to 


give it a try at the launching 
ramp Per hap-; your biggest 
problem will be the tendency 
to over steer which can cause 
the trailer to jackknife. Don't 
let it botner you 
.Just pull 
ahead and try again. Even a:» 
experienced trailer handler 
may have to Ml tke a couple 
of tries on a bad day. 
Just before you back ont 1 
the ramp, loosen tin* trader 
tiedowns, tilt up the motor 
and check to see that the 
drain plug is inserted. It's 
easier to do this before the 
trailer is backed to the wat­ 
er’s edge. When the trailer 
is in launching position at­ 
tach a mooring line to the 
boat, unhook the winch line 
and shove the boat oft the 
trailer. 


W H ILE YOU’RE 
parking 
your car. either have some­ 
one hold the line or tie the 
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boat to a pier where it will 
not interfere with other boats 
l>eing launched. When others 
are waiting to use the ramp, 
get your car out of the way 
as quickly us possible. It’s 
only common courtesy, the 
same as you would expect 
from other boatmen. 


When You Ski, 


Keep Line Neat 


Wlu*n water skiing, make 
certain the tow line is free of 
knots. 


It is estimated that a simple 
knot in a tow line decreases 
its strength up to 45 per cent 
Back splice or whip the ends 
of the line to keep the ends 
from fraying. 


If you construct your own 
tow lines, make certain that 
the yoke off the tow handle is 
no more than 11 inches deep 
In other words, the two ends 
of the rope attached to the 
tow handle should meet in a 
single line no! more than It 
inches from the handle. 
This eliminates the |M>ssi- 
bility of accidental entangle­ 
ment in the tow line. 


Drain Plug Important 


Even the most expert boat­ 
man has had the experience 
of launching his craft minus 
the drain plug It is not only 
embarrassing, but sometimes 
damaging. Hie Evnrude Boat­ 
ing Foundation suggests that 
you replace your drain plug 
before you leave home, rather 
than at the launching site 
where you will likely be in a 
hurry and occupied with other 
things, 


Boatman Should 
Be Careful He's 
Well Protected 
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Like an automobile owner, 
the boatman should have in 
suranee to protect himself on 
two counts — property dam 
age or injury he may cause 
to others and damage or in 
jury he may suffer himself. 
Of the two, the first, which 
is referred to as bodily injury

OUTBOARDS 
DON'T STEER 
LIKE CARS 


When you are getting 
away from a pier or float, 
don't spin your wheel so 
far in one direction that 
the stern swings sharply 
against 
the 
obstruction, 
says Everett B. Morris In 
the Evinrude Boating Foun­ 
dation publication, 
“ Out­ 
board Boating Skills." 
Morris says to remember 
that outboard boats do not 
steer like automobiles or 
bicycles, which follow their 
front wheels. In boats, the 
stem responds to the steer­ 
ing impulse first and in the 
opposite 
direction 
from 
that which the bow is go­ 
ing to take So, when you 
arc in close quarters, give 
your stern room enough to 
swing when >ou turn 


Keep Close Check 
On Trailer Tires 


Many a boat trip has been 
ruined by trailer tire prob­ 
lems caused from underinfla­ 
tion or overloading. 
Tire experts strongly rec­ 
ommend 
that 
boat trailer 
tires be checked thoroughly 
before towing the family boat 
away on a trip. 
Trailer tires need much 
higher inflation than passen­ 
ger car tires. Underinflated, 
tire treads wear excessively; 
high internal heat and dan­ 
gerous trailer sway are cre­ 
ated. 
Boat owner are also cau­ 
t i o n e d against overloading 
since boat trailer tires are 
manufactured in various sizes 
and ply ratings depending on 
the specified load a trailer is 
expected to carry.

premium costs arc» reduced.

boat insurance realize that 
the equipment is not always 
used the year round and it is 
on this premise that premi­ 
ums are established. If in­ 
sureds would limit their cov­ 
erage to only the most active 
part of the season, premiums 
would have to be prorated 
and raised accordingly. This 
being the case, no significant 
savings can be made by can­ 
celing your policy at the end 
of the season. For the little 
extra cost involved, it's far 
better to keep your rig fully 
insured at all times to pro­ 
tect it against such perils as 
fire, theft, and windstorm 
that can occur at any time. 
Significant premium sav­ 
ings can be made, however,

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SKIN D IV IN G is one of the fastest grow ing sports in the 
country. Most divers prefer to operate from a boat, for it 
allow s them to get out into more interesting w aters and 


serves as a convenient rest ploce betw een dives. The skin 
diving flag in front of the boot is devigned to w orn other 
boatm en that a d iver is in the area. Boatm en should stay 
at leost 100 feet a w a y from the flog. 


which allows them to get in­ 
to more interesting vator and 
also provide* a convenient 
resting place between dives. 
Most divers make use of the 
.skin diving flag, a red flag 
with a white diagonal stripe, 
and either fly it from a staff 
on the boat or attach it to a 
bobber floating in the water. 
It is designed to warn oilier 
boatmen that skin divers are 
operating in the area and 
that they should stay at least 
100 feet away. 


A L L SKIN divers should 
follow a few simple rules. 
First and most Important, 
never dive alone.

Know the sea life in the area 
and the influence of tides and 


current Have a boat or other 
operating base where you can 
go to rest Be in good physical 
condition and know your lim­ 
itation*. Don't try to overdo 
it. Have a skin diving flag 


clearly visible to let other 
boatmen know you are in the 
water. Do not dive in areas 
where others are fishing from 
boats or the shore. 
Diving is a sport that at- 


tracts thousand* of new en­ 
thusiasts each year. Although 
it is not difficult to learn, it 
does require training and in­ 
struction. Before giving it a 
try, be sure you are qualified.
